He said the worst violation oc- 
curred in an officig] Government 
(Smythe) report, released shortly 
after the first bomb was dropped 
on Japan in August, 1945, which 
described four ways of splitting 
the atom. 

He refused to be drawn into 
public discussion of foreign 
atomic spying. But he expressed 
concern and asked the Senators to 
discuss it with him only in closed | 
session. 

His statement injected a new 
mote of uneasiness into the com- 
plicated question of atomic se- 
curity shortly after Warren R. 
Austin, United States delegate to 
the United Nations, warned 
against any premature disclosure 
of this country’s secrets. 

Austin declared after a confer- 
ence with President Truman that, 
until atomic warfare is outlawed 
by all nations, the United States 
must remain fully armed, hang on 
to its atom bombs and maintain 
a large standing army through 
universal military training. 

Makes Commission ‘Ludicrous.’ 

Lillenthal said the publication 
of some of this scientific material 
made th fi sition 
“Judicrous.” 

Senator Brien McMahon (Dem.), 
Connecticut, asked whether publi- 
cation of the Smythe report had 
brought some countries tow or 
three years nerer” the secret of 
making atom bombs. Lilienthal 
said he could not answer that. 

“There have been relaxations 
anu serious breaches of security 
which raise the question of the 
authorization of certain publica- 
tions,” Lilienthal said. 

Lilienthal said publication of 
the report was recommended by 
Maj. Gen. Leslie R. Groves, head 
of the Wartime Atomic Manhat- 
tan projett, and approved by 
President Truman. 

He added that the whole ques- 
tion of publication of scientific in- 
formation on atomic energy needs 
to be gone into, declaring that 
“vou can't maintain security if you 
are a laughing stock.”

A. L. SCHWEITZER 
DIES; ALDERMANIC 


BOARD PRESIDENT 


Suffers Heart Attack at 
His Home — Formerly 
Was Prosecuting At- 
torney of St. Louis. 


Albert L. Schweitzer, president 
of the Board of Aldermen and 
former Prosecuting Attorney, died 
last midnight after suffering a 
heart attack at his home, 3227 
Hawthorne boulevard, He was 58 
yeas old, 

Mr. Schweitzer had been under 
treatment for high blood pressure 
for several months. In recent 
weeks he appeared in improved 
health, and had started an active 
speaking campaign for re-election 
April 1. He conferred with politi- 
cal associates last night at his 
home, and was preparing to retire 
shortly before midnight when he 
collapsed in his bedroom. 

An inhalator was summoned 
from City Hospital, and Dr. John 
J, Connor, who had been treating 
Mr. Schweitzer, was called. Dr. 
Connor, who is the Coroner’s 
physician, said death was due to a 
coronary attack. 


Served in World War I. 
Born in St. Louis, Mr. Schweitzer 
was a graduate of McKinley High 
School and, in 1911, of the Univer- 
sity of Missouri, where he was a 
star athlete. Following Navy 
service in World War I, he was an 
Assistant Circuit Attorney three 
years, then from 1923 to 1930 he 
was Prosecuting Attorney fot two 
terms, through most of the pro- 
hibition era, As Prosecuting At- 
torney he consistently refused to 
ssue misdemeanor warrants in 
the numerous police liquor raids 
on homes and other private places 
made without search warrants. 
The following 15 years were de- 
véted to private law practice, with 
offices in the Title Guaranty 
building. In 1945 he was elected 
president of the Board of Alder- 
men to fill the unexpired term of 
Aloys P. Kaufmann, who had pre- 
viously succeeded the late William 
Dee Becker as Mayor. 
Kaufmann’, Tribute. 
Mayor Kaufmann today made 
the following observation on Mr. 
Schweitzer’s service to the com- 
munity: “He was a_ tireless 
worker on behalf of our city, for 
which his enthusiasm and love 
knew no bounds. I am deeply 
shocked at his untimely passing. 
St. Louis has lost a Valuable pub- 
lic servant.” City flags will be at 
half-mast until after the funeral. 
In a campaign statement, after 
filing Jan. 11 for Republican 
nomination for re-election, Mr. 
Schweitzer pledged continuation 
of full co-operation with Mayor 
Kaufmann “in his efforts to 
make St. Louis an important 
center of commerce, industry,

The GCA radar system has been 
used in more than 76,000 landings 
by the armed services. Only one 
crash has occtirred in such land- 
ings, That was at Oakland, Calif., 
last week and the Navy later an- 
nounced the GCA had not failed, 
but that the pilot had taken con- 
trol of the plane away from the 
blind landing mechanism. 

Capt. Kauffman said a Navy 
air transport coast-to-coast plane 
service which has been using 
GCA has demonstrated that it can 
make such flights regardless of

PREVENT GRASHES 


Equipment and Methods 
to Be Made Available 
for Civilian Use When 
Perfected, General 
Tells Senators. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Lt. Gen. Ira Eaker told Senators 
today that an Army Air Force ex- 
periment in “all-weather” flying 
may help prevent civilian airline 
crashes, | 

“We have an airline operating 
from Dayton (O.) to Washington 
and landing at either terminal] in 
any kind of weather,” the deputy 
commander of the A.A.F. told a 
special air safety subcommittee of 
the Senate Interstate Commerce 


Committee. 

“This is an experiment and a 
test proving ground for equipment 
and for operational procedure,” he 
said. “When our equipment is 
fully tested and when our system 
is fully perfected, we will make 
them freely available to civilian 
commerce.” 

Airline’s Financial Condition. 

At another hearing, before the 
House Commerce Committee, Wil- 
liam M. Burden, assistant Secre- 
tary of Commerce, said the civilian 
airlines are not able to finance 
modernization of the nation’s air- 
ways system and it must be done 
by the Government. 

In the interest of safety, Con- 
gress should not delay provision 
of adequate appropriations, he said 
in a statement. Burden is in 
charge of aviation affairs for the 
Commerce Department. 

As things now stand, Burden 
said, the Government is making a 
profit on airmail while airlines’ 
earnings in 1946 “were very low.” 

“Figures for the first nine 
months of 1946,” he said, “showed 
a fall in earnings of almost $30,- 


Control Approach—or GCA—wit)}/000,000 from $33,378,040 in 1945 to 
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186,026 . in 1946, and it is prob 
able that the domestic industry as 
a whole will show a loss for the 
entire year 1946. The idea of im- 
posing charges for airways facili- 
ties under such conditions is ob- 
viously impossible.”

Questioned about directing the 
bombardment and air attacks on 
German zones from England, 
Africa and Italy, Eaker said there 
is a vast differance between civil 
and airline operations.

“A two-woman strike wouldn't 
get us far,” said the other. “Let's 
bring it before our Parent-Teacher 
Association.” 

When the members heard the 
proposal, they voted not to buy 
high-priced goods. The pioneers 


got a list of 50 women’s clubs and 
invited the presidents to a meet- 
ing. The idea spread and women 
are still joining. 

First moves were aimed at 
bacon. The ultimate goal is 45- 
cents-a-pound bacon. It is near- 
ing that price in many shops, and 
some meat dealers are meeting it. 

Grocers have been requested by 
the organization to carry United 
States No. 1 grade of apples to sell 
at about 10 cents a pound rather 
than extra fancy grades, 

Part of the program is the edu- 
cation of housewives. When a 
product is scarce, the women are 
asked to substitute another. When 
a product is. plentiful they are 
urged to avoid buying it until the 
price is reasonable,

STAY GRANTED ON RULING 
AGAINST SUGAR RATION PLAN 


Appeals Court Holds Up Injunc- 
tion That Might Scrap 
Industrial Program, 
WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
The United States Court of Ap- 


peals today granted a stay of a 
District Court ruling which OPA 
attorneys said might result in the 
scrapping of the entire industrial 
sugar rationing program. 

The action of Chief Justice~D. 
Lawrence Groner was announced 
by William R. Ming, associate 
OPA general counsel. Ming said 
a hearing on the agency’s appeal 
of the lower court’s ruling was 
set for Feb. 7. 

The ruling holds that OPA’s 
“historical use” system of ration- 
ing sugar to producers of sweet- 
ened condensed milk is illegal. 

Judge F. Dickinson of the Dis- 
trict Court earlier denied a de- 
fense motion for a stay of execu- 
tion, saying: “It seems improper 
that I should authorize the invalid 
order to be used for any period of 
time.” 

While the ruling specifically ap- 
plies to the rationing system used 
for allocating sugar to producers 
of sweetened condensed milk, 
Auerbach told the court the de- 
cision will “require complete aban- 
donment of the present system of 
rationing sugar.”

Asks Unions to Extend 
Contracts Where Time 
Is Needed for Study, to 
Promote ‘Real Collec- 
tive Bargaining.’ 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
CIO President Philip Murray dis- 
closed today that he has asked all 
CIO unions to “go slow” on new 
contract demands to “reassure” 


the public and “promote real col- 
lective bargaining.” 

Murray said in an interview he 
had urged other CIO unions to 
follow his lead in the steel indus- 
try and grant contract extensions 
when more time is needed for 
discussion of wage and other is- 
sues, 

He made it clear he hoped to 
allay some of the fears voiced in 
Congress and elsewhere concern- 
ing organized labor’s bargaining 
methods. 

“TI would like to see industry 
and labor organizations take time 
to do some real constructive col- 
lective bargaining,“ Murray de- 
clared. 

“If both sides participate in that 
type of collective bargaining it 
will lead to sound labor-manage- 
ment relations and to industrial 
peace. 

“IT hope that the actien of the 
‘United Steel Workers of America 
in extending their agreement until 
April 30 furnishes ample oppor- 
tunity to both sides to achieve 
that objective.” 

The CIO claims a membership 
of more than 6,000,000, mostly in 
the mass production industries. 
Last week Murray agreed to ex- 
tend the steel industry contracts 
for 2% months beyond their Feb. 
15 expiration. 

Murray came here from the 
Pittsburgh steel negotiations to 
attend a meeting of the advisory 
committee of the Office of War 
Mobilization and Reconversion. 
The committee plans a discussion 
of its pending study of the guar- 
anteed wage plan and of the hous- 
ing situation. 

The guarantee wage plan is one 
of Murray's demands on the steel 
industry, The idea contemplates 
A pledge to workers that they will 
be paid for a certain number of 
weeks’ work every year, whether 
the plant actually operates that 
length of time. 

Murray Latimer, former chair- 
man of the Federal Railroad Re- 
tirement Board, already has filed 
a preliminary report with the 
OWMR advisory committee in- 
dorsing the guaranteefl wage prin- 
ciple. Latimer is about ready to 
submit a final report, 

Murray, who heads the United 
Steel Workers as well as the CIO, 
said his unioh’s demands on the 
steel industry contain no specific 
figures because these “are sub- 
ject to bargaining.” The union 
has asked for a “substantial” pay 
boost and a health and welfare 
fund to be administered jointly by 
union and management.

Veteran Says Barbers, Brick-Lay- 
ers and Painters Are Paid 
More Than He Was. 

DALLAS, Tex., Jan. 28 (UP)—A 
Dallas high school teacher, R. R. 
Newson, resigned Monday because, 
he said, his salary would not meet 
the cost of living and is less than 
what many of his students are 
earning. 

Having served four years in the 
Navy, Newson was teaching a s0- 
cial science course for veterans, 
receiving $250 monthly. 

He said that his four years in 
college were “wasted ... when I 
could earn more money as a shoe 
salesman, a barber, a brick-layer 
or a painter.”

Committee Asks for Power for 4-Point In- 
vestigation While Pledging Co-operation 
on Foreign Policy. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)- 
The House Foreign Affairs Com: 
mittee today asked for sweeping 


powers to investigate American 
diplomatic policies and to study 
the international organizations in 
which this country takes part. 

In its first action since the Re- 
publicans took control of Con- 
gress, the committee coupled with 
its formal request a pledge of co- 
operation with the Democratic ad- 
ministration “in the formulation 
and execution of a bi-partisan for- 
eign policy.” 

A committee resolution asked 
the House for the right to: 

1. Make a detailed study of 
the State Department, its or- 
ganization, personnel and poli- 
a 

2. Review the execution of 
laws affecting the relations of 
the United States with foreign 
nations “generally.” 

3. Study the international or- 
ganizations of which the United 
States is a member.

4, “Invite” Gen. George 


Marshall, the new Secretary of 
State, to “co-operate with the 
committee . . and to furnish 
all necessary information as to 
the organization, the personnel 
and the policies of the Depart- 
ment of State and international 
agreements to which the United 
States is a party.” 

For its part, the committee prom- 
ised tot keep secret such informa- 
tion it obtained if its publication 
would be “incompatible with the 
public interest.” 

Simultaneously, it suggested that 
other committees of the House be 
barred from similar investigations. 
The committee said, however, that 
it would {Invite “duly appointed 
subcommittees” from other House 
groups to sit in on any question 
within their jurisdiction. 

Presumably, this would include 
representatives of ‘the Appropria- 
tions Committee on the question 
of funds for diplomatic purposes, 
Judiciary Committee on immigra- 
tion affairs, and Ways and Means 
Committee on foreign trade 
policies,

JERUSALEM, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
A government source said tonight 
that Judge Ralph Windham of the 
Tel Aviv district court had told 
Tel Aviv police in a telephone mes- 
sage from Ramat Gan that he had 
been released by his abductors. 

(The United Press said that 
H.A.I, Collins, a British banker in 
Jerusalem, had been released on 
the outskirts of Jerusalem and 
picked up by searching police 
cars. The U. P. quoted a govern- 
ment suorce as saying Collins was 
being questioned by police and 
Army intelligence officers.) 

It was reported that Windham 
said: “I've been near a factory in 
Hamat Gen.” 

Meanwhile, police searched 
roads about Jerusalem for H. A. I. 
Collins, British banker abducted 
Sunday night. An announcement 
of the Jewish Agency which said 
the agency learned that Collins 
had been freed in the Jerusalem 
area was not confirmed by police. 

Underground Note. 

Earlier, a note delivered to Tel 
Aviv newspapers in the name of 
Irgun Zvai Leumi, a Jewish -ex- 
tremist group, had _ promised 
hostages against fhe execution of 
Irgunist Dov Gruner, would be re- 
leased soon, British authorities 
yesterday stayed the execution, 
which had been scheduled for to- 
day. 

The note was read to reporters 
by the Palestine government's 
public information office, It said 
the two abducted men were being 
released “‘not because of threats 
of the head of the occupation 
forces to impose martial law on 
the occupied territory, but because 
the practical aim has been 
achieved.” 

“Dov Gruner was not executed,” 
it said, “If a crime will be com- 
mitted against him or any other 
soldier (a term the underground 
uses in reference to its members), 
we shall not withdraw from any 
reaction which will prove to the 
subjugator that the price which 
they will have to pay for execut- 
ing a Jewish warrior is too high.”

EXPORTING MEAT ALLOWED; 
115,000,000 LBS, FOR START 


Five Pounds More Beef for Each 
Person in U. 8. Is Outlook 
for 1947, 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Meat exports, halted in the short- 
age last summer, will be permitted 
again, 

The Department of Agriculture 
announced today it has allocated 
115,000,000 pounds for commercial 
exports in the January-March pe- 
riod. 

The United Kingdom and Brit- 
ish services overseas were allo- 
cated 25,000,000 pounds, and 
France, French North Africa and 
French colonies, 23,000,000, 

The Department of Agriculture 
predicted meat production in 1947 
will total 23 billion pounds, or 150 
pounds for each civilian after mili- 
tary requirements and exports. 

Production last year totaled 
about 21,900,000,000, or a per cap- 
ita civilian supply of 145 pounds. 
Output for the 1937-41 period av- 
eraged less than 18 billion, while 
the highest on record was 24,700,- 
000,000 in 1944.

TAFT SAYS UNIONS 


MUST HAVE MORE 
DEMOCRACY OR 
OSE CLOSED SHOP 


Cabinet Member Criti- 
cizes Most of Pending 
Labor Bills — Urges 
Senators to Back Tru- 
man’s Study Plan. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)— 
Secretary of Labor Schwellenbach 
urged Senators today to approve 
President Truman's proposal for 
creation of a commission to study 
labor problems. He criticized most 
other pending bills designed to 
iron out labor-management trou- 
bles, 

He told the Senate Labor Com- 
mittee the trouble is that “the 
art of collective bargaining has 
been forgotten.” Given a reason- 
able opportunity, management and 
labor can “re-learn” the process 
and work out their problems be- 
tween themselves, he said. 

Schwellenbach struck out direct- 
ly at one bill introduced by Sena- 
tor Ball (Rep.), Minnesota, to out- 
law industry-wide collective bar- 
gaining. His prepared testimony 
took no notice of another Ball 
measure—one that would permit 
the firing.of strikers. It was in- 
troduced only yesterday and drew 
from Senator Thomas (Dem.), 
Utah, the description “most reac- 
tionary.” 

. Ball and Thomas are members 
of the Labor Committee. 

Chairman Taft (Rep.), 
after hearing Schellenbach 
ously oppose a bar on the closed 
shop, said the Congress must 
either outlaw the closed shop or 
take steps to insure “democracy 
in unions.” 

Taft said that in general he had 
been opposed te prohibiting the 
closed shop but was concerned be- 
cause it gave unions “such tre 
mendous power” over workers, 

Taft said: 

“I think we have this alterna- 
tive: If we are going to have 
closed shops, we are going to have 
to insure more democracy im 
unions.” 

10 Points in Testimony. 

Turning to the sheaf of legisla- 
tion before the group, Schwellen- 
bach in a statement: e 

1, Asserted that creation of a 
Mediation Board, either inside 
or outside the Department of 
Labor, would “impede industrial 
peace rather than further it.” 

2. Opposed abolition of the 
Labor Department's Conciliation 
Service. 

3. Said it would be “a serious 
blow” to the Bureau of Labor 
Statistics to force it to make 
public all agreements and arbi- 
tration awards which have been 
obtained through the voluntary 
co-operation of employers. 

4. Opposed elimination of the 
checkoff system of collecting 
union dues through payroll de- 
ductions., (“There is nothing 
immoral about it,” *Schwellen- 
bach said.) 

5. Asserted supervisory em- 
ployes are entitled to organize 
and bargain collectively, provid- 
ed they do not belong to the 
same union as production em- 
ployes, or a union dominated by 
such a production employes’ 
union. 

6. Criticized the language of a 
proposal to make it easier to 
sue unions. 

7. Urged that a provision to 
outlaw secondary boycotts be 
modified in line with Truman's 
recommendations (to exempt 
boycotts intended to protect 
wage rates and working condi- 
tions). 

8. Asked for safeguards in a 
proposal requiring registration 
of labor organizations so as not 
to force creation of a new 
bureau in the Labor Department 
to handle them. 

9. Said a substantial advance 
in industrial relations would be 
“destroyed” by enactment of 
legislation outlawing the closed 
shop, union shop and main- 
tenance of union membership. 

10. Opposed Ball's bill to bar 
industry-wide collective bargain- 
ing.

Schwellenbach said the bill as- 
sumes that local unions and local 
membership would be less anxious 
to have a strike than the heads of

LONDON Jan. 28 (AP)—Tass, 
the official Russian news agen- 
cy, urged Britain today to live up 
to the spirit of its treaty of al- 
liance with the Soviet Union and 
criticized Britain's close ties with 
the United States. 

“One cannot say that ,British 
policy toward the USSR. con- 
forms to the principles and de- 
mands of the treaty of alliance,” 
Tass said a few hours after So- 
viet Ambassador Georgi Zarubin 
held a long conference with For- 
eign Secretary Ernest Bevin. They 
presumably discussed Prime Min- 


ister Stalin's complaints concern- 
ing “reservations which weaken” 
the 20-year friendship pact. 

“Actually there are no few oc- 
casions when Britain and the 
United States have come out in a 
bloc against the Soviet Union,” 
Tass asserted. 

“Character of Alliance.” 

“Britain has not formally con- 
cluded a treaty of alliance with 
the United States; nevertheless no 
one can doubt the existence of in- 
timate relations between Britain 
and the United States, which in 
fact have assumed the character 
of a military alliance. 

“The time has come to stand by 
the spirit of the treaty, particu- 
larly by that part according to 
which both countries undertook 
to work jointly for the organiza- 
tion of the security and economic 
prosperity of Europe.” 

Tass called attention to a recent 
article in the Communist Daily 
Worker of London, which it quot- 
ed as saying that British-Soviet re- 
lations were in a “most unsatis- 
factory state” and that the friend- 
ship treaty, signed in 1942, “might 
just. as well not exist for all the 
meaning it has at the present mo- 
ment.” | 

Soviet Pressure on Britain. 

The Tass statements seemed to 
indicate there was to be no relax- 
ing of the pressure on Britain 
which began when the Communist 
party newspaper Pravda inter- 
preted a statement by Bevin that 
Britain “does not tie herself to 
anyone” as a repudaition of the 
treaty of alliance. 

Bevin informed Russia that. “it 
eertainly is not my view” that the 
treaty was dead and Prime Min- 
ister Stalin concurred, but said 
that before it could be ‘extended 
for more years, as the British 
have urged, it would have to be 
pruned of what he termed “weak- 
ening reservations.” 

“It should be said in this con- 
nection,” Tass commented, “that 
the problem of allied relations be- 
tween Britain and the Soviet 
Union cannot beessentially solved 
by means cf general arguments 
about prolonging the term of the 
Anglo-Soviet treaty.” 

Foreign Office sources said Bevin 
hardly would miss a chance to try 
and pin down specifically those 
“reservations” to which Stalin ob- 
jects and that the subject probably 
was discussed during Zarubin’s 
call at the Foreign Office yester- 
day. It was believed Stalin's sug- 
gestion also might have been taken 
up at a British Cabinet meeting 
today. 


Reds Charge MacArthur Barred 
Russian Churchman from Japan. 

MOSCOW, Jan. 28 (AP)—Tass 
news agency said today that Gen. 
Douglas MacArthur's staff had re- 
.fused a representative of the Mos- 
cow Patriarchy permission to en- 
ter Japan on invitation from a 
Russian Orthodox consistory and 
that such refusal was “an un- 
friendly act toward the Russian 
Orthodox church.” 

In a dispatch from Vladivostok, 
Tass said the Japanese con- 
sistory requested the Moscow 
Patriarch last March to nominate 
a bishop for Japan, It said Mac- 
Arthur's staff had been asked for 
permission for a representative of 
the Patriarchy to enter Japan, 
and that request was denied early 
in January. 

“It is not without interest to 
note that MacArthur's staff some 
time ago urgently asked for a bish- 
op from the United States for the 
Orthodox church in Japan,” Tass 
said. 

“In order to give at least the 
appearance of consent to the Or- 
thodox consistory in Japan to ac- 
cepting an American bishop, Mac- 
Arthur’s staff assigned a special 
service officer to the consistory, 
under whose influence ‘consent’ 
was made official. Thus did Mac- 
Arthur's staff dispose of the fate 
of Japanese Orthodox parishes.” | 


SOVIET ENVOY DENIES HINTING

JAP APPROACHING

TOKYO, Jan. 28 (UP)—A Jap- 
anese carpenter who said he hoped 
to be shot as a martyr was seized 
by Gen. Douglas MacArthur Sun- 
day when he rushed up and tried 
to hand him a package containing 
a wooden sword, it was disclosed 
today, : 

An official announcement said 
the man was seized by a member of 
MacArthur’s honor guard as he 
approached the supreme com- 
mander outside the headquarters 
building. An eye-witness said Mac- 
Arthur grabbed the man’s arms 
and handed him over to the guard. 

MacArthur ordered the military 
police to lecture the man, 58-year- 
old Ichijiro Adatchi, and release 
him. The general kept the sword, 
which he gave to his son Arthur. 

A letter attached to the sword 
said, “I am determined to com- 
mit suicide by a shot from the 
rifle of a United States soldier 
while making a show of molesting 
him (an American soldier). I have 
no intention of committing any 
crime, 

“The Japanese are in a mis- 
erable condition, living in dugouts 
and shacks as the result of the 
unexpected defeat in the war. I 
worry for them and wish to peti- 
tion aid from the United States 
for these unfortunate people.

IST. LOUISAN URGES 
AGAINST REDUCING 


CHEMICAL TARIFF 


Francis J. Curtis Before 
Government Com mit-- 


tee, Cites Red Seizures 
in Reich. 


WASHINGTON, Jan. 28 (AP)—~< 
The AmericAn chemical indus- 
try “must not be forced by tariff 
reduction to compete with foreign 
governments,” Francis J. Curtis, 
vice president of the Monsanto 
Chemical Co. of St. Louis, said 
today. 

Curtis testified before a Gov- 
ernment committee that nearly 
half of the plants of the I. G. 
Farbenindustrie now are in the 
Russian zone of Germany, that 
many of them were greatly en- 
larged during the war and that 
most of them suffered less bomb- 
ing than plants in other zones. 

“We conclude the Russians con- 
trol a modern chemical industry 
in their zone that approxi- 
mately as large as Germany's 
prewar capacity. From all we 
hear, Russia's political policies 
prevent international economic co- 
operation,” he said. 

Curtis said Russia could supply 
all its own needs and its excess 
production “could be exported to 
this country under pricing dictated 
solely by financial and political 
expediency.” 

John G. Lerch, attorney for the 
Synthetic Organic Chemical Manu- 
facturers Association, told the 
committee: 

“Even a small rate (tariff) re- 
duction could put out of business 
some of the suppliers of chemicals 
and turn them over to foreign 
suppliers, 

“If you make us dependent upon 
the foreign supply for any ‘one 
of te basic chemicals by reducing 
the rates, then where are we in 
times of national emergency? ... 

“When the Second World War 
came along, we had developed the 
industry to such a degree that we 
could supply our country with 
practically all we needed—in fact 
it put the industry in such shape 
that the United States could de 
velop the atom bomb before the 
rest of the world.” 

P. K. Lawrence, representing 
E.. I. du Pont de Nemours and 
Co., Wilmington, Del., argued that 
the chemical industry is so inter- 
dependent that lowering the tariff 
on one item could—by permitting 
foreign producers to control it—

About Arbitration. 


When requesting this legislation, 
Gov. Edge told the Legislature on 
Jan.»8, 1946: “Without attempting 
to lay down a hard and fast 
policy, I suggest the Legislature 
give consideration to the merits 
of establishing so-called ‘cooling 
off periods.’ Also, compulsory ar- 
bitration may well be the only 
solution for some critical labor 
disputes directly affecting public 
interest.” However, he empha- 
sized to the Post-Dispatch that 
he recognized the impossibility of 
compelling a man to work against 
his will. 


Defending his law before offi- 
cials of the United States Cham- 
ber of Commerce last April, Gov.

Dispatch. This was that, if the 
state must engage substitute 
workers to take places of those 
refusing to obey orders to remain 
at work for the state, “such sub- 
stitutes can in no way. be placed 
in the category of strikebreakers. 
On the contrary,” he added, “they 
will be patriotic citizens who, in 
contrast to the strikers, recognize 
the hardships which might other- 
wise occur.” 

Subsequently, Gov. Edge told 
the Post-Dispatch that suitable 
penalties might include loss of 
seniority or discharge, The al- 
ternative to this law, he said, 
would be municipal ownership. 
But he hastily added he was 
“unalterably opposed to the 
state or municipality conduct- 
ing a business that can be ad- 
ministered by private capital. 
Therefore, as long as it is our 
policy to permit private corpo- 
rations to own and administer 
utility plants, I emphasize the

TO BE MAILED ON SATURDAY 


More than a million and a half 
benefits checks, totaling about 
$60,000,000, will be mailed next Sat- 
urday from the Army Finance 
Center, 4300 Goodfellow boulevard, 
in the first full-scale operation of 
its kind here since the move from 
Newark, N.J., was completed.

Provision to Get Facts. 

The law specifies that, should 
either union or management fail 
to nominate its panel member 
within the appointed time, the 
State Mediation Board shall des- 
ignate one, guaranteeing, however, 
that the panel shall be composed 
equally of representatives of 
labor, management and public. 
Within 15 days after the panel has 
been composed, the pane] mem- 
bers must schedule a public hear- 
ing on the unsettled issues. Not 
more than five days after the end

The prospect of a constantly 
rising standard of living was held 
out by Chester Bowles, former 
OPA administrator, last night in 
a Y. M. C. A. Town Hall address 
at Kiel Auditorium. 


This rise will come about 
through continual increases in the 
productivity of labor and the ef- 
ficiency of industry, the sharing 
of profits with labor and the rais- 
ing of the standard of living of 


the rest of the world, Bowles said.

OPA controls should have been 
kept for six or seven months be- 
yond last June, when, in effect, 
they were abandoned, Bowles said, 
but the worst of inflationary pres- 
sures have passed and we are out 
of danger. 

For High Level of Spending. 

Asserting that with allowances 

for differences in -prices, last 
year’s national income level of 
194 billion was twice that of the 
best prewar year, Bowles con- 
tended that a high level of spend- 
ing must be maintained if unem- 
ployment is to be avoided. He 
said he was in accord with those 
who advocate keeping Govern- 
ment spending at a low level and 
who want to make such Govern- 
ment expenditures for non-boon- 
doggling projects. 
He said that although we need 
more dams, more schools, more 
hospitals, more roads and other 
governmental undertakings, pur- 
chasing all of them the nation 
needs in the next few years would 
make but a relatively small addi- 
tion to the national income. The 
really big additions to spending 
must be made by business and 
consumers, he said, “if we are not 
to be headed for depression.” 


Praises MVA Plan. 
He commended the Missouri 
Valley Authority plan, saying that 
if TVA has been a good thing— 
“and all thinking people must 
agree that it is’—then MVA 
would be a good thing for the 
Missouri basin and similar setups 
would be good for other valleys 
where there is power to be de- 
veloped and floods to be pre- 
vented. He said, however, that 
thesé projects might be deferred 
until such time as employment is 
needed. 
He contended it is necessary to 
keep the profit level high to pro- 
vide capital to modernize indus- 
trial establishments. Some wage 
increases -at the present. time 
could come out,of profits, he as- 
serted, since profits are running 
higher than they did in 1929, 
In the international field, Bowles 
pointed out that with only six 
per cent of the world’s population 
the United States produces 50 per 
cent of the goods and services and 
predicted ‘that “if we continue to 
build otr own wonderful mansion 
in the middle of an impoverished 
world, some of the windows will 
get broken.” 
For Four Billion Gift Yearly. 
He urged that the United States 
set up an appropriation of four 
billion dollars annually—about two 
per cent of the national income— 
to. be distributed among other 
countries through the United Na- 
tions. He asserted this would be 
a cheap price to pay for the S8e- 
curity which would arise out of 
more stable economic relations 
among nations which would re- 
sult. The sum proposed would be 
only half of a single month’s ex- 
penditure in the recent war, only 
one-third of the present annual 
budget for Army and Navy, he 
said. 
Such a fund, if spent for proj- 
ects like power developments and 
fertilizer plants, could “do incredi- 
ble things” in raising the stand- 
ards of living of backward areas 
of the world and would have very 
profound effects on the next gen- 
eration all over the world, he said. 
For instance, a TVA on the Jor- 
dan river would allow Palestine 
to support 2,000,000 more persons 
easily, Bowles asserted. 

Economic security, freedom and 
peace are the three legs of the 
future he said, and if one col- 
lapses, the others fall too. Ameri- 
ca’s test for the near future is 
whether we ‘will abandon the 
economic isolationism which pre- 
vents economic security for much 
of the rest of the world, Bowles 
said. 

“T don't know if we can do all 
thes¢ things,” he said in conclu- 
sion, “but it is the gretest chal- 
lenge any generation ever faced.”

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Pennsylvania Senator Introduces Bill to 


Freedom of. 
Players Goal, 
He Asserts 


HARRISBURG, Pa., Jan. 


(AP)—Charges of 
slave labor” confronted profes- 
siona] baseball owners today after 
a bill was introduced in the Penn- 
sylvania Senate to outlaw the 
waiver clause in all player con- 


tracts. 

Seeking what he referred to as 
“emancipation” of organized base- 
ball, State Senator H. Jerome Jas- 
pan said his bill, introduced yes- 
terday, would permit players to 
become free agents automatically 
on termination of their present 
contracts. 

The Philadelphia Democrat de- 
clared the measure, affecting only 
players with major or minor 
league clubs gperating in the Key- 
stone state, would prevent the 
sale, exchange or transfer of any 
man without his consent and 
knowledge. 

“Professional ballplayers should 
be considered as more than mere 
baggage, merchandise or cattle to 
be traded, bartered or exchanged 
at the will of a manager or owner 
of a team without the consent and 
knowledge of the ballplayer,” Jas- 
pan told a reporter. 

Detroit’s sale of Hank Green- 
berg to the Pittsburgh Pirates was 
cited by Jaspan as “a striking 
case” where a player was waived 
out of a league and “sold for a 
fabulous sum without his consent 
and knowledge.” 

The present waiver rule permits 
a major league ball club to sell 
a player out of the loop if all 
teams in the same league pass up 
the waiver. 

Jaspan’s bill provides penalties 
up to six months’ imprisonment 
and a fine of $5000. He asserted 
that if Pennsylvania's Republican- 
dominated Legislature passes the 
measure it would possibly become 
a pattern for other states. 

The bill would specifically apply 
to the Philadelphia Phillies and 
Pittsburgh Pirates of the National 
League; Philadelphia Athletics of 
the American League; Scranton, 
Wilkes-Barre, Williamsport of the! 
Eastern League; Allentown, York, 
Harrisburg, Lancaster of the In- 
ter-State League, and Pennsyl-| 
vania teams in the Middle Atlantic

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Ice Blocks Keep Out the Wind 


In Tent Homes at Little America 


Best Job the Hardest One Because It Keeps 
You Warm, Says Sailor—Reporter Finds 
Cot With Mosquito Netting.

LITTLE AMERICA, Jan. 28 — 
Do you want to know what it is 
like to live on the ice? 

Well, then, come along and visit 
one of the 60 tents at Little Amer- 
ica. 

You approach the tent over a 
sheet of white without a single 
footprint or wheelmark, The snow 
has been drifting all day. 

Around the tent ice blocks are 
neatly piled waist-high. One of 
the five residents—Tom McGov- 
ern. 20 years old, of Trenton, N.J. 
—is on one knee in front, sawing 
a block of ice from the ground. 
Tom says that the blocks keep 
the wind from blowing through 
the thin canvas. 

As you're about to toss the flap 
aside, you notice this sign: “Quiet 
please, men at work, night shift.” 
The sign carries a rough sketch 
of the tent with each man’s name 
and the position of his bunk, 

“When a fellow’s zipped in his 
sleeping bag,” says Tom, “you 
can’t tell whether he’s your best 
buddy or Lana Turner, without 
shaking him out. We're all avia- 
tion radiomen and might be called 
at any time. This way the mes- 
senger finds the right guy with- 
out de-sacking everybody.” 

Hard to See at First, 

What with the glistening snow 
outside, plus your dark glasses, 
you see as well as a gold fish in 
cocoa when you first enter the 
tent. The only light is from a 
large opening around the top of 
the tent pole. 

It takes a few minutes to ad- 
just your eyes. There are five 
Army cots with mattresses and 
sleeping bags. One of the cots has 
mosquito netting strung over it. 

‘“How come?” you ask William 
O’Donnell, 20, of Brockton, Mass. 

“These cots were to be used in 
the Pacific,” he says. “When they 
were sent here they never 
bothered to junk *the mosquito 
bars. I guess there isn’t a mos- 
quito within 3000 miles. It’s sure 
like the old one about iceboxes for 
Eskimos. I use the netting to keep 
* the sack dark. When someone 


walks in I get sunlight in the 
face.” 

An old-fashioned pot-bellied stove 
is in the center of the tent. The 
boys have made two benches out 
of discarded crates and sit around. 

“Would you like a cup of Joe?” 
asks Viles Virgil, 20, of Vancouver, 
Wash, 

You nod your head. He picks 
up a small shovel, reaches out- 
side the tent and scoops up a 
chunk of snow. He pounds the 
snow into a large empty peach 
can on top of the stove. In a 
few minutes the snow melts and 
the water boils. Then he tosses in 
coffee. When the coffee looks OK 
to him he strains it through a 
handkerchief, fills a small tin can 
and hands it to you. 

Bill Wegener, 23, of New York 
City, who’s kicking apart a barrel, 
says: 

“This reminds me of the Philip- 
pines during the war. There I 
made a boat out of discarded 
plane belly tanks—now I’m mak- 
ing skis out of barrel staves. 
Wonder what it’s like to buy 
things in a store?” 

Hard on the Lips. 

Just then the fifth resident of 
the tent, Gust Carlson, 26, of Ala- 
meda, Calif., walks in and goes 
right over to the steel mirror, 
tacked onto the tent pole. He 
takes a stick of camphor ice out 
of his pocket and starts to apply 
it, like a bleached blonde fixing 
her lipstick before a big date,

even wear gloves. 


of my lips,” he says. “They’re 
covered with sores. It’s about 10 
above outside now and the wind 
cuts through.” 

“The best job around here,” says 
O’Donnell, “is the hardest job. If 
you keep working you keep warm, 
but sit around and you'll freeze.” 

Your feet are getting very cold 
at this point. The heat from the 
stove rises and warms everything 
from the belt up, but below there’s 
a layer of cold air down to the 
plywood deck. . 
“Why don’t you build us a ra- 
dio?” Viles asks Gust. “I just 
rode with a dog team and they 
were listening to Hawaiian music 
on their receiver.” / 


Rescuing a Weasel. 


It’s 11:15 p.m. now and the boys 
slog up a small hill to the chow 
hall. They pass a Weasel, bogged 
down in the snow and it seems to 
be digging in deeper. 

“Hold it, Colonel,” says Wegener, 
“or you'll dig clear to the North 
Pole,” 

His tent mates push and shove 
and finally free the Weasel, 
There’s a 10-minute wait at the 
chow line inside the mess hall, 
which is like an old circus tent mi- 
nus the fat lady. 

It’s very cold and everybody 
eats with all his clothes on—some 
Everybody’s 
breath is also steaming and Virgil 
says: “I can’t see what I am eat- 
ing.” 

At a few minutes past 12 the 
men hop on one of three long sleds 


drawn by a tractor. They’re oft | 
to the airstrip to insta]l some ra- 
dio gear. 


TWO SOLAR ECLIPSES IN 1947; 
U.S. TO VIEW ONLY ONE 


EVANSTON, Ill, (UP) — The 
moon will eclipse the sun twice in 
1947, but people in the United 
States will see it happen only 
once. 

Oliver J. Lee, Northwestern Uni- 
versity astronomy. pro‘essor, said 
a partial eclipse of the sun will 
be visible over almost all of the 
United States Nov. 12. He said 
the moon at that time would be 
too far from the earth to cover 
the sun completely, leaving a rim

A total eclipse of the sun will 
occur May 20 and a partial eclipse 
of the moon June 3, but neither 
will be visible in the United 
States, 

Observers southwest of Santl- 
ago, Chile, will see the complete 
solar eclipse first, Lee said, and 
the path of visibility will cross 
South America and the Atlantic 
Ocean and end near Lake Victoria 
in Africa.

For the February issue of Harper’s Magazine Stimson has 
written an article of unusual historic importance on ‘‘ The Decei- 


sion to Use the Atomic Bomb.”’ 


“My chief purpose,’’ Stimson writes, 


‘was to end the war 


in victory with the least possible cost in the lives of the men in 


the armies which I had helped to raise. 


In the light of the 


alternatives which, on a fair estimate, were open to us I believe 
that no man, in our position and subject to our responsibilities, 
holding in his hands a weapon of such possibilities for ac- 
complishing this gurpose and saving those lives, could have 
mailed to use it and afterwards looked his countrymen in the 


face.’ 


Stimson was informed that an invasion of the main Jap- 
anese island of Honshu might be expected to cost more than a 
million casualties to American forces alone, that additional 
large casualties might be expected among our allies, and that 
the enemy casualties would be much larger than our own. 

The complete text of Stimson’s report to the nation 


follows: 


By HENRY L. STIMSON 


N RECENT months there has been much comment about 
the decision to use atomic bombs in attacks on the Japanese 


cities of Hiroshima and Nagasaki. 


This decision was one of 


the gravest made by our Government in recent years, and it is 
entirely proper that it should be widely discussed. 


T have therefore decided to 


record for all who may be inter- 
ested my understanding of the 
events which led up to the attack 


on Hiroshima on Aug. 6, 1945, on 
Nagasaki on Aug. 9, and the Japa- 
mese decision to surrender, on 


Aug. 10. No single individua)] can 
hope to know exactly what took 
place in the minds of all of those 
who had a share in these events, 
but what follows is an exact de- 
scription of our thoughts and ac- 
tions as I find them in the records 
and in my clear recollection, 
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T was in the fall of 1941 that the question of atomic energy was 


first brought directly to my attention. 
Roosevelt appointed a committee consisting of Vice President 


At that time President 


Wallace, Gen. Marshall, Dr. Vannevar Bush, Dr. James B. Conant, 


and myself. 

The function of this committee 
was to advise the President on 
questions of policy relating to the 
study of nuclear fission which was 
then proceeding both in this coun- 
try and in Great Britain. For 
nearly four years thereafter I was 
directly connected with all major 
decisions of policy on the devel- 
- opment and use of atomic energy, 
and from May 1, 1943, until my 
resignation as Secretary of War 
on Sept. 21, 1945, I was directly 
responsible to the President for 
the administration of the entire 
undertaking; my chief advisers in 
this period were Gen. Marshall, 
Dr. Bush, Dr. Conant and Maj. 
Gen. Leslie R. Groves, the officer 
in charge of the project. At the 
game time I was the President's 

genior adviser on the military em- 
ployment of atomic energy. 

The policy adopted and steadily 

pursued by President Roosevelt 
and his advisers was a simple 
one. It was to spare no effort 
in securing the earliest possible 
successful development of an 
atomic weapon. 
* The reasons for this policy were 
equally simple. The original ex- 
perimental achievement of atomic 
fission had occurred in Germany 
in 1938, and it was known that 
the Germans had continued their 
experiments. In 1941 and 1942 
they were believed to be ahead of 
us, and it was vital that they 
should not be the first to bring 
atomic weapons into the field of 
battle. 

Instrument to Shorten War. 
Furthermore, if we should be 

the first to develop the weapon, 
we should have a great new 
instrument for shortening the war 
and minimizing destruction. 

At no time, from 1941 to 1945, 
did I ever hear it suggested by 
the President, or by any other 
responsible member of the Gov- 
ernment, that atomic energy 
should not be use? in the war. 

All of wu af ce. - understood

the doors to such a devastating 
weapon; ‘President Roosevelt 
particularly spoke to me many 
times of his own awareness of. 
the catastrophic potentialities 
of our work, But we were at 
war, and the work must be done, 

I therefore emphasize that it 
was our common objective, 
throughout the war, to be the 
first to produce an atomic 
weapon and use it. 

The possible atomic weapon 
was considered to be a new and 
tremendously powerful explosive, 
as legitimate as aiy other of 
the deadly explosive weapons of 
modern war. The entire purpose 
was the production of a military 
weapon; on no other ground 
could the wartime expenditure 
of so much time and money 
have been justified. 

The exact circumstances in 
which that weapon might be used 
were unknown to any of us until 
the middle of 1945, and when that 
time came, as we shall presently 
see, the military use of atomic 
energy was connected with larger 
questions of national policy. 

The extraordinary story of the 
successful development of the 
atomic bomb has been well told 
elsewhere, As time went on it be- 
came clear that the weapon would 
not be available in time for use in 
the European Theater, and the 
war against Germany was suc- 
cessfully ended by the use of what 
are now called conventional means, 
But in the spring of 1945 it be- 
came evident that the climax of 
our prolonged atomic effort was 
at hand. 

By the nature of atomic chain 
reactions, it was impossible to 
state with certainty that we had 
succeeded until a bomb had ac- 
tually exploded in a full-scale ex- 
periment; nevertheless it was con- 
sidered exceedingly probable that 
we should by midsummer have 
sutcessfully detonated the first 
atomic bomb. This was to be done 
at the Alamogordo Reservation in 
It wrs thus tir~- 
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1940 until the end of World War II. He resigned Sept. 21, 1945. ° 


for detailed consideration of our 
future plans. What had begun as 
a well-founded hope was now de- 
veloping into a reality. 

Last Talk With Roosevelt. 

On March 15, 1945, I had my last 
talk with President Roosevelt. My 
diary record of this conversation 
gives a fairly clear picture of the 
state of our thinking at that time. 
I have removed the name of the 
distinguished public servant who 
was fearful lest the Manhattan 
(atomic) project be “a lemon”; it 
was an opinion common among 
those not fully informed. 

“The President . .. had sug- 
gested that I come over to lunch 
today. . . . First I took up with 
him a memorandum which he sent 
to me from ~—— who had been 
alarmed at the rumors of extrava- 
gance in the Manhattan project. 
—— suggested that it might be- 
come disastrous and he suggested 
that we get a body of ‘outside’ sci- 
entists to pass upon the project 
because rumors are going around 
that Vannevar Bush and Jim 
Conant have sold the President 
a lemon on the subject and ought 
to be checked up on. 


“It was rather a jittery and 


: nervous memorandum and rather 
isilly, and I was prepared for it 


and I gave the President a list of 
the scientists who were actually 
engaged on it to show the very 
high standing of, them and it com- 
prised four Nobel Prize men, and 
also how practically every physic- 
ist of standing was engaged with 
us in the project. Then I outlined 
to him the future of it and when 
it was likely to come off and told 
him how important it was to get 
ready, 

“I went over with him the two 
schools of thought that exist in 
respect to the future control 
after the war of this project, in 
case it is successful, one of them 
being the secret close-in at-

2. Although we have shared its 
development with the United 
Kingdom, physically the United 
States is at present in the posi- 
tion of controlling the resources 
with which to construct and use 
it and no other nation could reach 
this position for sone years, 

8. Nevertheless it is practically 
certain that we could not remain 
in this position indefinitely. 

a. Various segments of its 
discovery and production are 
widely known among many 
scientists in many countries, 
although few scientists are 
now acquainted with the whole 
process which we have de- 
veloped. 

b. Although its construction 
under present methods re- 
quires great scientific and 
industrial effort and raw ma- 
terials, which are temporarily 
mainly within the possession 
and knowledge of U.S. and 
U.K., it is extremely probable 
that much easier and cheaper 
methods of production will be 
discovered by scientists in the 
f’ure, tor-ther with the use 


of science and of access. I told 
him that those things must be 
settled before the first projectile 
is used and that he must be 
ready with a statement to come 
out to the people on it just as 
soon as that is done. He agreed 
to that... . 

This conversation covered the 
three aspects of the question 
which were then uppermost in 
our minds. First, it was always 
necessary to suppress a linger- 
ing doubt that any such titanic 
undertaking could be successful. 
Second, we must consider the 
implications of success in terms 
of its long-range postwar effect. 
Third, we must face the prob- 
lem that would be presented at 
the time of our first use of the 
weapon, for with that first use 
there must be some public state- 
ment. 


I did not see Franklin Roose- 
velt again. The next time I went 
to the White House to discuss 
atomic energy was April 25, 1945, 
and I went to explain the nature 
of the problem to a man whose 
only previous knowledge of our 
activities was that of a Senator 
who had loyally accepted our as- 
surance that the matter must be 
kept a secret from him, 

Now he was President and Com- 
mander in Chief, and the final re- 
sponsibility in this as in so many 
other matters must be his. 

President Truman accepted this 
responsibility with the same fine 
spirit that Senator Truman had 
shown before in accepting our re- 
fusal to inform him. 

I discussed with him the whole 
history of the project. We had 
with us Gen. Groves, who ex- 
plained in detail the progress 
which had been made and the 
probable future course of the 
work. I also discussed with Presi- 
dent Truman the broader aspects 
of the subject, and the memo- 
randum which I used in this dis- 
cussion is again a fair sample of 
the state of our thinking at the 


time.

tern now likely to be considered, 
without an appreciation Ly the 
leaders of our country of the 
power of this new weapon, 
would seem to be unrealistic, 
No system of control heretofore 
considered would be adequate to 
control this menace.

8. On the other hand, if the 
problem of the proper use of 
this weapon can be solved, we 
would have the opportunity to 
bring the world into a pattern 
in which the peace of the world 
and our civilization can be 
saved, 

9. As stated in Gen. Groves’s 
report, steps are under way 
looking towards the establish- 
ment of a select committee of 
particular qualifications for rec- 
ommending action to the execu- 
tive and legislative branches of 
our government when secrecy is 
no longer in full effect. The 
committee would also recom- 
mend the actions to be taken by 
the War Department prior to 
that time in anticipation of the 
postwar problems. All recom- 
mendations would of course be 
first submitted to the President. 


Committee Appointed. 

The next step in our prepara- 
tions was the appointment of the 
committee referred to in para- 
graph (9) above. This committee, 
which was known as the Interim 
Committee, was charged with the 
function of advising the President 
on the various questions raised by 
our apparently imminent success 
in developing an atomic Weapon. 
I was its chairman, but the princi- 
pal labor of guiding its extended 
deliberations fell to George L. 
Harrison, who acted as chairman 
in my absence. It will be useful to 
consider the work of the commit- 
tee in some detail.

Discussions by Committee. 

The discussions of the committee 
ranged over the whole field of 
atomic energy, in its political, mil- 
itary and scientific aspects. That 
part of its work which particularly 
concerns us here relates to its 
recommendations for the use of 
atomic energy against Japan, but 
it should be borne in mind that 
these recommendations were not 
made in a vacuum. 

The committee’s work fncluded 
the drafting of the statements 
which were published immediate- 
ly after the first bombs were 
dropped, the drafting of a bill for 
the domestic control of atomic 
energy, and recommendations 
looking toward the international 
control of atomic energy. 

The Interim Committee was as- 
sisted in its work by a scientific 
panel whose members were the 
following: Dr. A, H. Compton 
(chancellor of Washington Uni- 
versity, St. Loujs; brother of Dr. 
Karl Compton), Dr. Enrico Fermi, 
Dr. E. O. Lawrence and Dr. J. R. 
Oppenheimer. All four were nu- 
clear physicists of the first rank; 
four had held positions of 
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great importance in the atomic & 
project from its inception. 


At a meeting with the Interim : 
Committee and the scientific panel |/# 
on May 3¥, 1945, I urged all those 
free to express §: 


present to feel 
themselves on any phase of the 
subject, scientific or political. 
Both Gen, Marshall and I at this 
meeting expressed the view that 
atomic energy could not be con- 
sidered simply in terms of mili- 
tary weapons but must also be 
considered in terms of a new re- 
lationship of man to the universe. 
Decision to Use Bomb, 

On June 1, after its discussions 
with the scientific panel, the In- 
terim Committee unanimously 
adopted the following recommen- 
dations: 

(1) The bomb should be used 
against Japan as soon as pos- 
sible. 

(2) It should be used on a dual 
target—that is, a military in- 
stallation or war plant surround- 
ed by or adjacent to houses and 
other buildings most susceptible 
to damage, and 

(3) It should be used without 
prior warning (of the nature of 
the weapon), One member of 
the committee, Mr. Bard, later 
changed his view and dissented 
from recommendation (3). 

In reaching these conclusions 
the Interim Committee carefully 


considered such alternatives as a 


detailed advance warning or a 
demonstration in some uninhabited 
area. 

Both of these suggestions were 
discarded as impractical. They 
were not regarded as likely to 
be effective in compelling a sur- 
render of Japan, and both of 
them involved serious risks. 
Even the New Mexico test would 
not give final proof that any 
given bomb was certain to ex- 
plode when dropped from an air- 
plane. Quite apart from the 
generally unfamiliar nature of 
atomic explosives, there was the 
whole probiem of exploding a 
bomb at a pre-determined height 
in the air by a complicated 
mechanism which could not be 
tested in the static test of New 
Mexico. 

Nothing would have been 
more damaging to our effort to 
obtain surrender than a warn- 
ing or a demonstration followed 
by a dud—and this was a real 
possibility. Furthermore, we had 
no bombs to waste. It was vital 
that a sufficient effect be quick- 
ly obtained with the few we had. 
The Interim Committee and the 

scientific panel also served as a 
channel through which sugges- 
tions from other scientists work- 
ing on the atomic project were 
forwarded to me and to the Presi- 
dent. 

Report of Scientific Panel. 
Among the suggestions thus for- 
warded was one memorandum 
which questioned using the bomb 
at all against the enemy. On June 
16, 1945, after consideration of that 
memorandum, the scientific panel 
made a report, from which I 
quote the following paragraphs: 
“The opinions of our scientific 

colleagues on the initial use of 
these weapons are not unanimous: 
they range from the proposal of 
a purely technical demonstration 
to that of the military application 
best designed to induce surrender. 
Those who advocate a purely tech- 
nical demonstration would wish to 
outlaw the use of atomic weapons, 
and have feared that if we use 
the weapons now our position in 
future negotiations will be preju- 
diced. 

“Others emphasize the oppor- 
tunity of saving American lives 
by immediate military use, and 
believe that such use will im- 
prove the international pros- 
pects, in that they are more con- 
cerned with the prevention of 
war than with the elimination 
of this special weapon. We find 
ourselves closer to these latter 
views; we can propose no tech- 
nical demonstration likely to 
bring an end to the war; we see: 
no acceptable alternative to di- 
rect military use, 

“With regard to these general 
aspects of the use of atomic ener- 
gy, it is clear that we, as scien- 
tific *men, have no _ proprietary 
rights. It is true that we are 
among the few citizens who have 
had occasion to give thoughtful 
consideration to these problems 
during the past few years. We 
have, however, no claim to special 
competence in solving the polit- 
ical, social, and military problems 
which are presented by the advent 
of atomic power.” 

The foregoing discussion pre- 
sents the reasoning of the Interim 
Committee and its advisers. I have 
discussed the work of these gen- 
tlemen at length in order to make 
it clear that we sought the best 
advice that we could find. The 
committee’s function was, of 
course, entirely advisory. 

The ultimate responsibility for 
the recommendation to the Presi- 
dent rested upon me, and I have 
no degire to veil it. The conclu- 
sions of the committee were simi- 
lar to my own, although I reached 
mine independently. 

I felt that to extract a genu- 
ine surrender from the Emperor 
and his military advisers, they 
must be administered a _ tre- 
mendous shock which would 
carry convincing proof of our 
power to destroy the Empire. 
Such an effective shock would 
save many times the number of 
lives, both American and Japa- 
nese, that it would cost. 


The facts upon which my rea- 
soning was based and steps taken 
to carry it out now follow. 
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surrender of Japan. 


Japan, in July 1945, had been 
seriously weakened by our in- 
creasingly violent attacks, It was 
known to us that she had gone so 
far as to make tentative proposals 
to the Soviet government, hoping 
to use the Russians as mediators 
in a negotiated peace. These 
vague proposals contemplated the 
retention by Japan of important 
conquered areas and were there- 
fore not considered seriously. 

There was as yet no indication 
of any weakening in the Japanese 
determination to fight rather than 
accept unconditional surrender. If 
she should persist in her fight to 
the end, she had still a great mill- 
tary force. 


Estimate of Jap Strength. 
In the middle of July 1945, the 
intelligence section of the War 
Department General Staff esti- 
mated Japanese military strength 
as follows: In the home islands 
slightly under 2,000,000; in Korea, 
Manchuria, China proper, and 
Formosa, slightly over 2,000,000; in 
French Indochina, Thailand and 
Burma, over 200,000; in the East 
Indies area, including the Philip- 
pines, over 500,000; in the _ by- 
passed Pacific islands, over 100,000. 
The total strength of the Japa- 
nese. Army was estimated at 
about 5,000,000 men. These esti- 
mates later proved to be in very 
close agreement with official Japa- 
nese figures. 

The Japanese Army was in 
much better condition than the 
Japanese Navy and Air Force 
The Navy had practically ceased 
to exist except as a harrying 
force against an invasion fleet. 
The Air Force had been reduced 
mainly to reliance upon kami- 
kaze, or suicide, attacks. These 
latter, however, had already in 
flicted serious damage on our 
seagoing forces, and their possible 
effectiveness in a last ditch fight 
was a matter of real concern to 
our naval leaders. 

As we understood it in July, 
there was a very strong possi- 
bility that the Japanese Govern- 
ment might determine upon 
resistance to the end, in all the 
areas of the Far East under its 
control, In such an event the 
Allies would be faced with the 
enormous task of destroying an 
armed force of 5,000,000 men and 
5000 suicide aircraft, belonging 
to a race which had already 
demonstrated its ability to fight 
literally to the death. 

The strategic plans of our 
armed forces for the defeat of 
Japan, as they stood in July, had 
been prepared without reliance 
upon the atomic bomb, which had 
not yet been tested in New Mexico. 

We were planning an intensified 

sea and air blockade, and greatly 
intensified strategic air bombing, 
through the summer and early 
fall, to be followed on Nov. 1 
by an invasion of the southern 
island of Kyushu. This would be 
followed in turn by an invasion 
of the main island of Honshu in 
the spring of 1946. 

The total United States mili- 
tary and naval force involved 
in this grand design was of the 
order of 5,000,000 men; if all 
those indirectly concerned are 
included, it was larger still. 

We estimated that if we 
should be forced to carry this 
plan to its conclusion, the 
major fighting would not end 
until the latter part of 1946, 
at the earliest. I was informed 
that such operations might be 
expected to cost over a million 
casualties, to American forces 
alone. Additional large losses 
might be expected among our 
allies, and, of course, if our 
campaign were successful and 
if we could judge by previous 
experience, enemy casualties 
would be much larger than our 
own, 

It was already clear in July 
that even before the invasion 
we should be able to inflict 
enormously severe damage on the 
Japanese homeland by the com- 
bined application of “conven- 
tional” sea and air power. The 
critical question was whether 
this kind of action would induce 
surrender. 

It therefore became necessary 
to consider very carefully the 
probable state of mini of the 
enemy, and to assess with ac- 
curacy the line of conduct which 
might end his will to resist. 
With these considerations in 
mind, I wrote a memorandum for 
the President on July 2, which I 
believe fairly represents the think- 
ing of the American Government 
as it finally took shape in action. 
This memorandum was prepared 
after discussion and general agree- 
ment with Joseph C. Grew, Acting 
Secretary of State, and Secretary 
of the Navy Forrestal, and when 
I discussed it with the President. 
he expressed his general ap- 
proval. 
“July 2, 1945. 
“Memorandum for the President.

“1. The plans of operation up to 
and including the first landing

“2. There is reason to believe 
that the operation for the occu- 
pation of Japan following the 
landing may be a very long, costly, 
and arduous struggle on our part. 
The terrain, much of which I 
have visited several times, has 
left the impression on my memory 
of being one which would be sus- 
ceptible to a last ditch defense 
such as has been made on Iwo 
Jima and Okinawa and which of 
course is very much larger than 
either of those two areas. Accord- 
ing to my recollection it will be 
much more unfavorable with re- 
gard to tank maneuvering than 
either the Philippines or Germany. 


“3. If we Once land on one of 
the main islands and begin a 
forceful occupation of Japan; 
we shall probably have cast the 
die of last ditch resistance. The 
Japanese are highly patriotic 
and certainly susceptible to calls 
for fanatical resistance to repel 
an invasion. Once started in 
actual invasion, we shall in my 
opinion have to go through with 
an even more bitter finish fight 
than in Germany. We shall 
incur the losses incident to such 
& war and we shall have to 
leave the Japanese islands even 
more thoroughly destroyed than 
was the case with Germany. This 
would be due both to the differ- 
ence in the Japanese and Ger- 
man personal character and the 
differences in the size and char- 
acter of the terrain through 
which the operations will take 
place. 


“4. A question then comes: Is 

there any alternative to such 
a forceful occupation of Japan 
which will secure for us the 
equivalent of an unconditional 
surrender of her forces and a 
permanent destruction of her 
power again to strike an aggres- 
sive blow at the ‘peace of the 
Pacific’? I am inclined to think 
that there is enough such chance 
to make it well worthwhile our 
giving them, a warning of what 
is to come and a definite oppor- 
tunity to capitulate. As above 
suggested, it should be tried be- 
fore the actual forceful occupa- 
tion of the homeland islands is 
begun and furthermore the 
warning should be given in 
ample time to permit a national 
reaction to set in. 
“We have the following enor- 
mously favorable factors on our 
side—factors much weightier than 
those we had against Germany; 


“Japan has no allies, 


“Her navy is nearly destroyed 
and she is vulnerable to a sur- 
face and underwater blockade 
which can deprive her of suffi- 
cient food and supplies for her 
population. 

“She is terribly vulnerable to 
Our concentrated air attack 
upon her crowded cities, indus- 
trial and food resources. 

“She has against her not only 
the Anglo-American forces but 
the rising forces of China and 
the ominous threat of Russia. 

“We have inexhaustible and 
untouched industrial resources 
to bring to bear against her 
diminishing potential, 

“We have great moral superi- 
ority through being the victim 
of her first sneak attack. 

“The problem is to translate 
these advantages into prompt 
and economical achievement of 
our objectives. I believe Japan 
is susceptible to reason in such 
a crisis to a much greater extent 
than is indicated by our current 
press and other current com- 
ment. Japan. is not a nation 
composed wholly of mad fa- 
natics of an entirely different 
mentality from ours. On the 
contrary, she has within the 
past century shown herself to 
possess extremely intelligent 
people, capable in an unprece- 
dentedly short time of adopting 
not only the complicated tech- 
nique of occidental civilization 
but to a substantial extent their 
culture and their political and 
social ideas. Her advance in all 
these respects during the short 
period of 60 or 70 years has 
been one of the most astounding 
feats of national progress in his- 
tory—a leap from the isolated 
feudalism of centuries into the 
position of one of the six or 
seven great powers ofthe world. 
She has not only built up power- 
ful armies and navies. She has 
maintained an honest and effec- 
tive national finance and re- 
spected position in many of the 
sciences in which we pride our- 
selves, Prior to the forcible seiz- 
ure of power over her govern- 
ment by the fanatical military 
group in 1931, she had for 10 
years lived a reasonable respon- 
sible and respectable interna- 
tional life.

A Minimum-Wage Law 
To the Editor of the Post-Dispatch: 

Within the last few months everybody 
has been made conscious of the decreas- 
ing value of the dollar and the dime. 
Everybody—almost everybody—has felt 
the resulting need of getting more dol- 
lars and more dimes for himself. 

Disastrous consequences to our econ- 
omy have been predicted as the outcome 
of the effort of many special groups to 
maintain or improve their relative finan- 
cial standing at any cost to society as 
a whole. 

However true or false these predic- 
tions may be in general, there is one 
group whose economic betterment will 
cost society nothing and will in fact 
contribute to the stability of the whole 
social organization. These people are to 
be found among restaurant and hotel 
employes, 10-cent-store clerks and wom- 
en in laundries. 

This is the group of people whose 
wages are too low to provide the bare 
essentials of decent living, and who are 
forced by the slightest emergency to 
turn to public funds for support or re- 
lief. They are a drain on our society 
not only when this happens, but more 
seriously, year in and year out, infla- 
tion or deflation, boom or bust. 

The modern sciences of nutrition and 
psychology have shown that poorly fed, 
poorly housed, insecure and unhappy 
people can never be the productive 
workers and the independent citizens 
that democracy absolutely requires for 
its success. 

We of Missouri do not want unneces- 
gary liabilities to hamper our progress. 
We do not want to forego the contribu- 
tion that a single Missourian might make 
to the welfare of the state and the coun- 
try. We must face the fact that we are 
now depriving our communities of human 
power by permitting sub-existence wages 
to be paid. 

We must provide a living wage for 
those least able to insure it for them- 
selves in these inflationary times and 
at all times. 

We must have a good minimum wage 
law in Missouri!

For a European Peace 


Ten days ago John Foster Dulles, Republican 
adviser on international affairs, proposed a plan 
for a radically dece~‘ralized confederation of 
German states boun. to the surrounding coun- 
tries of Europe by political and economic ties, 
His proposal may be described roughly as Win- 
ston Churchill's plan for a united Europe reduced 
to more modest and workable proportions. 

Speaking before the Women’s National Re- 
publican Club in New York Saturday, Mr. Dulles 
carried this plan an important step further by 
proposing that the Rhine basin, which means the 
Ruhr and the Saar, be placed under an author- 


ity “selected by and responsible to the peoples — 


of Western Europe.” As a pattern for interna- 
tionalizing the Rhine basin, Mr. Dulles pointed to 
the international Atomic Development Authority 
by which the United States hopes to endow the 
world with the boon of atomic energy, divested 
of its military dangers. 

A truly internationalized Rhine basin would 
deprive Germany permanently of the war-making 
potential of Ruhr coal, steel and chemicals. At 
the same time, it would give all Western Europe, 
including Germany, access to the coal, steel and 
chemicals necessary to its rehabilitation, 

Mr. Dulles’s proposals set the problem of the 
coming Moscow Conference in its proper per- 
spective. 
agree on a “peace for Germany” but a peace for 
Europe. If Germany is to be preserved as ‘a 
Européan poorhouse, it means a radical depres- 
sion of the living standard of all Western Eu- 
rope—and probably the Soviet sphere as well, 

Pravda has come out with a denunciation of 
Mr. Dulles’s earlier proposal, and the Kremlin 
assuredly will-denounce the scheme for the in- 
ternationalization of the Ruhr and the Saar. Yet 
the Dulles proposals need not be anti-Russian in 
effect, except that they provide a plan which 
would deprive Russia of the continuing right to 
veto the reconstruction of Europe. The bene- 
fits of participation would be open to Russia, the 
Russian zones of Germany and the Central Eu- 
ropean and Balkan states under Russia's tutelage. 
But if any or all of them chose to remain aloof, 
Western Europe could manage without them, 

If the Dulles proposals are adopted as Amer- 
ican policy and Russia chooses to continue in 
opposition, the Communist party in such coun- 
tries as France, Belgium and Italy will be placed 
in a dilemma. The national interests of those 
countries will demand that they support the 
plan, and if their Communist parties do not com- 
ply, they may face the loss of popular support. 

Mr. Dulles’s speech of 10 days ago had the 
previous indorsement of Senate Republican lead- 
ers on foreign policy. Presumably the same is 
true of his speech Saturday. If so, it is fair to 
say that the Republicans are showing a consid- 
erable measure of constructive statesmanship in 
international relations. It is a basic and broad- 
gauged approach that digs under the welter of 
momentary details to grapple with the essen- 
tial facts.

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New Jersey’s ‘Labor Low 


New Jersey's new law to prevent strikes from 
tying up public utilities is a practical demonstra- 
tion by the trial-and-error method of the kind 
of safeguard which every community requires 
against the particular kind of strike that menaces 
its health or safety. 

The statute has truly been baptized in fire, 
as Arthur W. Hepner relates in a series of 
articles in the Post-Dispatch. Four times in 10 
months the seizure power of the state has been 
invoked. But there has been no cessation of es- 
sential services. That is the fundamental test. 

The New Jersey act, though it is the first in 
the nation, is not a model, for on all sides the 
opinion is that it needs amending. It is a start, 
however, and it is providing New Jersey with 
experience from which Missouri, as well, can 
learn. 

The principle on which tle act rests is that 
in utilities operating under state franchise, 
strikes cannot be permitted to interfere with 
service, and that the state, in granting the 
franchise, assumed an obligation to oversee the 
continuity of the service. It is a sound principle, 
and one on which Missouri, now groping toward 
a statute to guard vital public services against 
interruption, can well base its own law. 
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A women’s shop advertises lingerie of “heart- 
breaking beauty,” and also serves notice: “All 
Sales Final.” Just in case, we suppose, the heart 
doesn’t stay broken. 
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Rent Control to Congress 

“Liberalized” relief is now ordered for land- 
lords put under hardship by controlled resi- 
dential rents. It is too little. It is also late, 
but never too late. Rent controls should be 
retained; the alternative is large-scale gouges 
and evictions, But—as a new bill by Senators 
Hawkes, McCarthy, Cain and Malone proposes 
-~—-they should be amended.’ 

A uniform percentage adjustment should be 
permitted in all ceilings. Treating only “hard- 
ship” cases leaves too much to OPA’s discretion 
at a period when the country is trying to con- 
tract the range of administrative agencies; it 
involves excessive labor and delay, Further- 
more, now that all wages and prices are free to 
rise whether there is any “hardship” or not, all 
landlords are entitled (where their leases per- 
mit) to some “cost of living” increase. 

New private building should be freed from 
rent control. Places to rent are much more 
needed than houses for sale at today’s unhealthy 
inflated prices. Building for rent will be neg- 
ligible until owners can recover an economic 
return and enough more to write off their in- 
flated investment while the housing shortage 
still remains acute. 

Landlords should be given quicker and surer 
relief from nuisance tenants. Present practice 
abridges not only their pocketbooks but also 
their fundamental rights. An even-handed rule 
on eviction for cause would probably’do more 
than anything else to break the sporadic land- 
lords’ “sitdown strikes.” 

The previous Congress was unfair by giving 
landlords no relief at the same time that it was 
knocking the props from under other price con-

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Franklin County’s Scandal 


Too-close alliance of local government and 
realty speculators is an old story, but the one 
in Franklin County, IIll., operates with a cynical 
boldness that cries to be slapped down. In 
realizing cash from the county’s claims on 6385 
tax-delinquent parcels, the Board of Supervisors 
is guilty of several glaring irregularities if not 
outright violations of law: 

1, The law does not authorize selling claims 
for less than full value. Nevertheless, the Super- 
visors have sold for only a few cents on the 
dollar. It amounts to selling everyone in the 
county down the river by wrongfully disposing 
of the county’s assets. It is all the more flagrant 
because the claims are based on assessments at 
only about one-fifth of true value. 

2. In spite of a law which seems to forbid it, 
the board made one of its own members the 
sélling agent—Chairman Roy Dye. 

3. State’s Attorney J, Max Mitchell, who dug 
up the scandal, charges that Dye and two other 
members were among the bargain-price buyers 
—that is, that they are both buyers and sellers, 
misusing their power for personal profit. (Dye 
denies this allegation.) 

’ 4. Sometimes the certificates of sale are made 

out in blank—contributing to suspicions that 
county officials are concealing their own par- 
ticipation. 

5. Officials sold cheap to speculators but, it is 
charged, will let owners exercise their redemp- 
tion rights only by paying the county at full 
face value. The county might have a claim for 
$100, sell it for $10 to a speculator and then 
demand the full $100 from the owner—who 
would proceed to get a “bargain” by trading 
with the speculator for $75. Result: the specu- 
lator gains $65, the owner saves $25—and the 
people of Franklin County are out $90. 

At the very least, members of the board are 
affected with a depraved sense of political 
morality—and should be thrown out. There is 
a good chance, too, as Mitchell suggests, that 
someone belongs behind bars. A grand jury 
should be at work. But, says Mitchell, a Frank- 
lin County jury would only spread whitewash, 
because the Supervisors control jury appoint- 
ments. 

The situation smells intolerably, and Franklin 
County is ruled by those who created the situa- 
tion. Attorney General Barrett has refused 
Mitchell’s appeal for help in the investigation. 
It is therefore Gov, Green's clear duty to move 
in with rat poison and disinfectants. 
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The sale of alcoholic beverages and cigarettes 
in New York State last year broke all records. 
Looks like we’re going to have to run you in, 
boys, on a charge of drunken smoking. 
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As Mr. White Put It 


The uneasy men in Georgia, Alabama and Mis- 
sissippi, and other states to the south, who are 
worrying about a “white primary” and a white 
general election as well ought to ponder a favor- 
ite aphorism of the late William Allen White. 

“Liberty,” he said, “is the only thing you can- 
not have unless you are willing to give it to 
others.” : 

That applies to political ballot and to the eco- 
nomic franchise as well. The wool hats and red- 
necks who think liberty is ordained for whites 
only ought to give the matter fervent medi- 
tation. 
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A tent city has been set up in Antarctica by 
the Byrd expedition. Housing conditions don’t 
seem to be a bit better there than they are here. 
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There are large power potentialities on the 
lower Missouri River. So says the Federal 
Power Commission. This is. in strange contrast 
with the view of the Army Engineers and the 
Reclamation Bureau, as embodied in the Pick- 
Sloan Plan, that there are none at all. 

The strangeness increases in the light of the 
fact that, as the Army Engineers said in their 
major report on the Missouri River system, the 
largest potentialities for immediate mass con- 
sumption of hydro-electric power are, of all the 
valley, in the growing industries of the St. Louis 
area. 

We do not set up to be engineers, But when 
the engineers disagree as drastically, and in a 
way as strongly affecting the public interest, as 
they appear to do in this instance, we think a 
complete documentation of the opposing views 
is in order—a documentation so full and so clear 
that any layman can make up his mind as to 
which side he thinks is right. 

The Federal Power Commission has had its 
say, May the people of the Missouri Valley, and 
particularly of the Lower Missouri Valley, now 
hear from the Army Engineers and the Reclama- 
tion Bureau? What are their reasons for holding 
that no hydro-electric power should be developed 
on the main stream of the. Lower Missouri? 
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A school teacher has doubled his income by 
becoming a coal miner. Now he won't have to 
dig so far down for the cash. 
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Polish Promise 

The Polish Government announces that its 
brutal security police, the UB, will be abolished 
as soon as the underground is liquidated. This 
promise is hereby nominated as the remark of 
the week which is least likely to grow up and 
mean anything to anybody. The UB exists to 
suppress resistance to the Government, and the 
resistance consists of the underground. So it’s 
pretty much like a highwayman’s promise to quit 
taking your money the moment he’s got your 
last dime, or a gunman’s solemn pledge to cease 
shooting you as soon as you are dead, The 
Polish Government will reform and stop scaring 
off and killing off opposition whenever there’s 
no opposition left.

Wherever our soldiers are buried over- 
seas, there is America, and American ceme- 
teries mark the triumphal march of our 
armies through the islands of the Pacific 
and from Africa, Sicily and Italy, through 
France to the borders of Germany. No 
Americans are buried in any enemy soil. 


The crosses, each with its identification 
tag, stand in long rows guarding the dead, 
and on my journey overseas last June I 
saw local people everywhere, both grown- 
ups and children, putting flowers on the 
graves of the men they call “our libera- 
tors,” 


I have seen this picture repeated three 
times, in 1921, 1938 and 1946, and I believe 
every American who some day visits a grave 
in one of these cemeteries will come away 
feeling “it is completely right that he should 
lie there.” 


This is the judgment of many of the be- 
reaved of World War I who have talked 
with me after the first poignancy of their 
grief subsided. 


After the last war I saw the dead brought 
back, I watched them being put into graves 
on “funeral day” at a national cemetery, 
week after week. Each of those coffins 
had meant the bereavement of some family 
when the word of death was received, and 
in that time of great emotion the relatives 
had asked to have the bodies returned, 


No Comfort to Bereaved 


But on the day of burial, it was rare to 
see a family present. Many of them did 
not come, I think, because the wound of 
sorrow had begun to heal, the meaning of 
the burial ceremony had changed for them, 
and they had begun to realize that the 
broken bodies brought back in sealed cas- 
kets bore no relation to the men they had 
known and loved. 


Our Army graves registration units under 
the Quartermastér General are making in- 
credible efforts in all parts of the world to 
identify the bodies of lost Americans, thus 
ending the strain of uncertainty in many 
homes. Our Government will either bury 
their bodies in national cemeteries over- 
seas or send them home, according to the 
decision of their next of kin. 


As a specious comfort to the bereaved 
relatives, sending them home is called “re- 
patriation.” The word is a misnomer, for 
every American cemetery, wherever it is, 
is already American soil, owned and caréd 
for by the United States Government. My 
husband felt this deeply, and in 1919 he 


‘wrote the poem in which he said: 


Our free souls will be far, 
Holding the line in sunny France 
Where we died to win the war. 


Lt. Gen, Lesley J. McNair, killed in Nor- 
mandy, held the same belief. Mrs. McNair 
wrote: “Lesley was a soldier and wanted 
to die a soldier’s death. I know he would 
want to stay where he is, surrounded by 
the men he trained and with whom he died. 
He would not want his body moved.” 


If the Dead Could Speak 


What do most of those graves overseas 
hold? Parts of men wrapped in blankets 
or mattress covers, without coffins—gone 
back to earth because they could no longer 
serve their purpose. 

Will it comfort you to hear that your sol- 
dier is being shipped home in a box or an 
urn to be reburied? What will come home 
to you isn’t what you remember and love. 


Will it ease your grief, or make you hap- 
pier to know that some young soldier, draft- 


ed to serve our country overseas, is digging ° 


up these poor bones? 

If the family of the fallen soldier would 
find comfort in a permanent, tangible rec- 
ord near at hand, let them erect a simple 
monument in the family cemetery plot, in- 
scribed with the man’s name and record 

nd the place of his burial overseas. Or 

his could be added to the list on a family 
monument already established. 


Thus there would be a lasting memorial 
at home where it could be seen, without 
the gruesome performance of moving the 
remains, 

And what would your man himself say 
if he could speak? Every good soldier I 
have ever known wanted to be buried where 
he fell. 

Mine did. 

Our dead have earned the right to rest 


in peace.

Case of the Corrupting Necktie

The necktie, unlike the mink coat, the 
diamond bracelet and the well-filled ‘wallet, 
has never served to tempt the discerning 
eye of the roving yeggman. The haber- 
dasher of a more modest past has felt that 
he had little to offer which would attract 
those who like to provide themselves with 
valuable merchandise by methods more di- 
rect than purchase and sale. But the status 
of the necktie has been changing during 
years of easy money and brightening mas- 
culine tastes. The conservative knot of 
color which once nestled beneath the 
Adam’s apple for as little as 49 cents plus, 
has now arrived at a point in art, finance 
and police reports where it is possible for 
$50,000 worth of super cravats to be stolen 
recently from a Park Avenue shop by dis- 
criminating thieves. The ravished neck- 
ties, sqgme of which were doubtless as vivid 


as Turners and weird as Dalis, were ini- 
itialed like new and old masters and sold 
for $15 apiece. 

Let economists or prophets of man’s de- 
cline and fall draw what conclusions they 
like from the present luxurious state of the 
necktie, which, we believe, bids fair to set 
new standards in store robberies and cor- 
rupt a citizenry just emerging from sport 
shirts. Rome, we know, did not go in for 
neckties, so little could be gained by turn- 
ing to Gibbon on the subject. But certainly 
some modern Cato should arise to confront 
the present crisis in cravats, both in style 
and price. We have come too far from the 
black string ties of William Jennings Bryan 
and John Sharp Williams and from the 
snappy bow ties, two for a quarter, which 
used conveniently to fasten in back of a 
stiff collar with a clip and an elastic band. 


Between Book Ends 


America’s Own DP’s 


THE CHEROKEE NATION, by Marion L. Starkey. (Alfred 

A. Knopf, New York.) 

Here is a most vital and effective piece 
of historical writing. It is vital because it 
is a sort of case history of American in- 
justice to a minority group; and inasmuch 
as most intelligent people are now con 
cerned with this problem, all relevant in- 
formation is to be welcomed. It is effec 
tive because of Miss Starkey’s sympathy 
for her subject, the Cherokee Indians, and 
because of her ability to express that sym- 
pathy in good rapid prose. 

Until their removal in 1838, the Chero- 
kees inhabited that lovely region of out 
country which now comprises parts of 
Georgia, Tennessee, Alabama and North 
Carolina. In the main they were a peace 
ful people, living a simple agricultural life 
They accepted the missionaries who came 
among them, because from them they could 
learn. 

The Cherokees set up a constitutional gov- 
ernment; many learned to read and write 
English; and Sequoia, one of their great- 
est men, developed an alphabet for the 
Cherokee tongue. Despite this evidence of 
genius and adaptability, the State of 
Georgia coveted their lands and eventually, 
through political maneuvers which did not 
stop at bribery, theft and treaty-breaking, 
but included murder and imprisonment, 
and which were forwarded with the co- 
operation of President Jackson, the Georgia 
politicians succeeded in getting the Chero- 
kees removed from their native country to 
the western lands of Arkansas and Okla- 
homa. 


* * * 


This is the story in brief. It is in reality 
much more complex than this, including 
disagreements among the Indians them- 
selves, among the missionaries who served 
them, and among the lawmakers and 
judges whose decisions affected them. Miss 
Starkey threads her way expertly through 
these mazes, weighing the evidence care 
fully, and despite her sympathies withhold- 
ing nothing. Her work might well be read 
by the scholar who wishes to escape the 
pallid pattern of the research quarterly. 

The story of the Cherokee Nation is only 
one of the many injustices the American 
people have committed. We need to know 
all about the ugly phases of our history if 
we are to avoid such events in the future, 
Miss Starkey is more than an historian; 
she is a compassionate human being who 
has made her contribution to the demo 


cratic cause,

Communist Spies in Canada 


I 


N Canada there is in progress the trial of one of the last of those 
accused of conspiracy in the amazing plot to give secret informa- 
tioa to agents of the Soviet Union. 


The man on trial, Henry 


Harris, is one of the small fry charged with being a go-between for 


the principals in the plot. 


Here is the essence of the demo- 
cratic way of life. Here is the 
supreme contrast between the to- 
talitarian state and aé_ée society 
grounded in the fundamental hu- 
man freedoms. 

In Soviet Russia, on the basis 
of the evidence found against 
these plotters by an official com- 
mission, they would all have been 
shot out of hand. In democratic 
Canada, each has been given a 
trial, and six of-*the defendants 
have been acquitted. One, David 
Shugar, was acquitted although 
the Royal Commission reported, on 
the basis of extensive evidence 
and examination: 


Cloak of Diplomacy. 


“We are of the opinion that 
Shugar not only agreed to com- 
municate such information (of a 
secret and confidential nature) but 
that the evidence before us shows 
that he did so communicate.” 


The commission’s report, 733 
printed pages, is an extraordinary 
documént. Dispassionately, with- 
out rhetoric or emotion, it pre- 
sents an overwhelming mass of 
evidence to show how Canadian 
citizens were #0 perverted that 
they betrayed every oath of loy- 
alty and duty. It shows how 
Soviet agents, using the cloak of 
diplomacy in the Russian embassy 
in Ottawa, worked incessantly to 
subvert Canadians to their pur- 
poses. 

Only by chance was this net- 
work of agents uncovered. Only 
because a cipher clerk in the em- 
bassy, Igor Gouzenko, could no 


was revealed as one of the chief 
under-cover agents, hid in Phila- 
delphia from 1940 to 1942, when 
he returned to Ottawa. When 
the plot became known, Carr es- 
caped. Since then, he has been 
reported in Paris, Stockholm and 
Moscow. 


Worldwide Chain. 


One of the minor phaSes of the 
plot centered in efforts to get a 
false Canadian passport for a very 
important Soviet agent in Los An- 
geles. And repeatedly in the doc- 
uments from the Soviet Embassy, 
there were references to individ- 
uals and places in the United 
States—links in the worldwide 
chain. 


Beyond doubt the network of 
Soviet espionage in this country 
is far more extensive than in 
Canada. If it can be uncovered 
at all, short of the kind of dis- 
closure made by Gouzenko, it can 
only be done by a thorough, per- 
sistent, trained agency such as, 
say, the FBI, 


The House Un-American Activ- 
ities Committee announces the 
most active year in its turbulent 
history. Apparently a beginning 
is to be made with hearings in 
Hollywood on the Communist in- 
fluence in the movies. While this 
will make sensational headlines, 
it can actually do more harm than 
good. Fellow-travelers—dumib, in- 
nocent, or guileful—are not likely 
to reveal on the stand anything 
more than a sense of martyrdom. 
The end result is confusion.

More Danger in U. S. 


When Gouzenko first :went to 
the Canadian authorities with his 
story, the suggestion was made 
that he be turned over to our 
FBI for security reasons, and be 
permitted to make the story 
public on our side of the border.

OF ISSUES’ COURSE 


Says It Will Be Compulsory 
for Seniors at Dartmouth, 
Open to Alumni.

The need to bring the average 
college student into closer contact 
with developments beyond the ivy- 
clad walls of his classroom will 
be met at Dartmouth College this 


fall with the introduction of a 
new compulsory course in “Great 
Issues,” John Sloan Dickey, presi- 
dent, said last night in an address 
before the St. Louis Dartmouth 
Alumni Association at the Univer- 
sity Club, 


Unlike the usual orientation 
class which is customarily manda- 
tory for freshmen, the new course 
will be restricted to members of 
the senior class at Dartmouth, 
members of the faculty and visit- 
ing alumni. 


Subject matter will be the im- 
portant issues of the day as they 
materialize. Had it been given 
last fall, he pointed out, at least 
two topics discussed Would have 
been control of atomic energy and

Three classes will be held each 
week.

PAUL P, HARRIS DIES; FOUNDER 
OF NATIONAL ROTARY CLUBS 


CHICAGO, Jan. 28 (AP)—Paul 
P. Harris, Chicago lawyer and 
founder in 1910 of the National 
Association of Rotary Clubs, 
which became Rotary Interna- 
tional in 1922, died yesterday. He 
was 78 years old.

Appeasers vs. Crusaders, 


While this is the condition of 

things, a dangerous contest of 
power and influence exists. This 
contest could degenerate into a 
dreadful, prolonged and indecisive 
international civil war. The prob- 
lem of our diplomacy is how we 
should conduct our part in this 
contest during the difficult period 
while Europe, China and the Brit- 
ish Empire are relatively weak 
and, therefore, exposed to or de- 
pendent upon Russian and Amer- 
ican influence and power. 
. ‘During this period—which is the 
postwar period— our responsibili- 
ties are great and our task is 
difficult. For our object must be 
to check the expansion of Rus- 
sian imperialism and of Com- 
munism without ourselves becom- 
ing corrupted by an imperialism 
of our own, or entangled in a con- 
flict for the domination of the 
world. 

There is no use pretending that 
this is an easy thing to do. That 
is obvious from the angry debates 
between the “appeasers” and the 
“crusaders”—between those who 
think there is no real conflict and 
those who thmk it is an irrecon- 
cilable conflict. Yet as a matter 
of fact there is no reason as yet 
for accepting the idea that we 
must choose one or the other horn 
of this dilemma. There is good 
ground for believing that if Ameri- 
can power and influence are used 
wisely, they can be effective. 


Where Wisdom Begins. 


Where does wisdom begin? It 
begins in these matters, I venture 
to think, with the ability to dis- 
tinguish between power and influ- 
ence, and to conduct diplomatic 
policy accordingly. A failure to 
bear this distinction in mind can 
lead only to the most dangerous 
confusion. ; 

For in the contest with the So- 
viet Union and with Communism, 


reduce it, only the presence of 
equal or superior force can be 
counted upon to convince the So- 
viet Government. But where our 
object is to check the advance of 
Communist parties, that are not 
based upon the Red Army, the 
only effective measures are those 
which support governments that 
can win and hold the confidence 
of their own people. 

Thjs is a dual policy. It differs 
from that of the so-called appeas- 
ers in that it calls for the use 
of American military power as an 
instrument of displomacy at any 
point where the Soviet Govern- 
ment threatens to enlarge its 
military orbit. This means the 
maintenance of the armies of oc- 
cupation in Germany and in Aus- 
fria, the presence of American 
forces to guarantee that the line 
will be held on the Italian border, 
on the Greek border, at the Dar- 
danelles and in Turkey and in 
Iran, and in the Far East. 


Reactionaries No Asset. 


But it differs also from the 
policy of those who would organ- 
ize an anti-Soviet coalition, com- 
bining with any government or 
any faction in any country which 
is, or says it is, opposed to Com- 
munism. For this policy would 
commit us to support the very 
people whose corruption and re- 
action alienates the masses of the 
people everywhere, and makes 
them hospitable to Communist 
propaganda, 

In the contest with the Soviet 
Union, the corrupt and the reac- 
tionary are not an asset. They 
are a liability. They can contribute 
nothing to our power in dealing 
with the Soviet Government. For 
they cannot enlist the support of 
their own people. And they di- 
minish our influence. For they 
make us apologists conniving at 
the very evil forces that we say 
we oppose. 

This, in generalized form, is— 
as I read his report on China— 
the conclusion which Gen. Mar- 
shall came to after prolonged and 
direct experience with the actual 
problem in one of the great un- 
settled areas of the world. The 
conclusion does not apply in China 
alone,

“65. It is therefore my conclu- 
sion that a carefully timed 
warning be given to Japan by 
the chief representatives of the 
United States, Great Britain, 
China, and, if then a belligerent, 
Russia, by calling upon Japan to 
surrender and permit the occu- 
pation of her country in order 
to insure its complete demilitari- 
zation for the sake of the future 
peace. 

A “This warning should contain 
the following elements: 

“The varied and overwhelm- 
ing character of the force we 
are about to bring to bear on 
the islands. 

“The inevitability and com- 
pleteness of the destruction 
which the full application of 
this force will entail. 

“The determination of the Al- 
lies to destroy permanently all 
authority and influence of those 
who have deceived and misled 
the country into embarking on 
world conquest. 

“The determination of the Al- 

lies to limit Japanese sovereign- 
ty to her main islands and to 
render them powerless to mount 
and support another war. 
’ “The disavowal of any at- 
tempt to extirpate the Japanese 
as a race or to destroy them as 
a nation. 

“A statement of our readi- 
mess, once her economy is 
purged of its militaristic in- 


fluence, to permit the Japanese 


character, as offer no threat of 


bors, but which can produce a 
sustaining economy, and pro- 
vide a reasonable standard of 
living. The statement should 
indicate our willingness, for this 
purpose, give Japan trade ac- 
cess to external raw materials, 
but no longer any control over 
the sources of supply outside 
her main islands, It should also 
indicate our willingness, in ac- 
cordance with our now estab- 
lished foreign trade policy, in 
due course to enter into mutual- 
ly advantageous trade relations 
with her. 

“The withdrawal from their 
country as soon as the above 
objectives of the Allies are ac- 
complished, and as soon as 
there has been established a 
peacefully inclined government, 
of a character representative of 
the masses of the Japanese peo- 
ple. I personally think that if 
in saying this we should add 
that we do not exclude a con- 
stitutional monarchy under her 
present dynasty, it would sub- 
stantially add to the chances of 
acceptance, 

“6. Success of course will de- 
pend on the potency of the warn- 
ing which we give her. She has 
an extremely sensitive national 
pride and, as we are now seeing 
every day, when actually locked 
with the enemy will fight to the 
very death. For that reason the 
warning must be tendered before 
the actual invasion hag occurred 
and while the impending destruc- 
tion, though clear beyond perad- 
venture, has not yet reduced her 
to fanatical despair. If Russia is 
a part of the threat, the Russian 
attack, if actual, must not have 
progressed too far. Our own 
bor’*bing should be confined to 
military objectives as far as pos- 
sible.” 

Threat and Promise of Hope. 
It is important to emphasize the 
double character of the suggested 
warning. It was designed to 
promise destruction if Japan re- 
sisted, and hope, if she _ sur- 
rendered, 

It will be noted that the atomic 
bomb is not mentioned in this 
memorandum, On_ grounds of 
secrecy the bomb was never men- 
tioned except when absolutely 
necessary, and furthermore, it 
had not yet been tested, It was 
of course well forward in our 
minds, as the memorandum was 
written and discussed, that the 
bomb would be the best possible 


sanction if our warning were re- 
jected. 


The Use of the Bomb 


HE adoption of the policy outlined in the memorandum of July 2 
was a decision of high politics; once it was accepted by the 
President, the position of the atomic bomb in our planning 
I find that I stated in my diary, as early as

became quite clear. 


June 19, that “the last chance warning . , . 


an actual landing of the ground 


must be given before 
forces in Japan, and fortunately 


the plans provide for enough time to bring in the sanctions to our 
warning in the shape of heavy ordinary bombing attack and an 


attack of 8-1.” 
There was much discussion in 


Washingtor about the timing of | 


the warning to Japan. The con- 
trolling factor in the end was the 
date already set for the Potsdam 
meeting of the Big Three. 

It was President Truman’s de- 
cision that such a warning should 
be solemnly issued by the United 
States and the U. K. from this 
meeting with the concurrence of 
the head of the Chinese govern- 
ment, so that it would be plain 
that all of Japan's principal en- 
emies were in entire unity. This 
was done, in the Potsdam ulti- 
matum of July 26, which very 
closely followed the above memo- 
randum of July 2, with the ex- 
ception that it made no mention 
of the Japanese Emperor. 

On July 28 the Premier of 
Japan, Suzuki, rejected the Pots- 
dam ultimatum by announcing 
that it was “unworthy of public 
notice.” 

In the face of this rejection we 

could only proceed to demonstrate 
that the ultimatum had meant 
exactly what it said when it 
stated that if the Japanese con- 
tinued the war, “the full applica- 
tion of our military power, backed 
by our resolve, will mean the in- 
_evitable and complete destruction 
of the Japanese armed forces and 
just as inevitably the utter 
devastation of the Japanese home- 
and.” 
For such a purpose the atomic 
bomb was an eminently suitable 
weapon. The New Mexico test oc- 
curred while we were at Potsdam 
on July 16. It was immediately 
clear that the power of the bomb 
measured yp to our highest esti- 
mates, 

We had developed a weapon 
ef such revolutionary character 
that ite use against the enemy 
might well be expected to pro- 
duce exactly the kind of shock 
on the Japanese ruling oligarchy 
which we ‘desired, strengthen- 
ing the position of those who 
wished peace, and weakening 
that of the military party. 

Because of the importance of 
the atomic mission against Japan, 

the detailed plans were brought 
to me by the military staff for ap- 
proval. 

With President Truman’s warm 
support I struck off the list of 
suggested targets the city of 
Kyoto. Although it was a target 
of considerable military impor- 
tance, it had,been the ancient cap- 
ital of Japan and was a shrine of 
art and culture. We determined 
that it should be spared. I ap- 
proved four other targets includ- 
ing the cities of Hiroshima and 
Nagasaki. 

Hiroshima was bombed on Aug. 
6, and Nagasaki on Aug. 9. These 
two cities were active working 


parts of the Japanese war effort./ 


One was an army center; the 
other was naval and industrial. 
Hiroshima was the headquarters 
of the Japanese Army defending 
southern Japan and was a major 
military storage and assembly 
point. Nagasaki was a major sea- 
port and it contained several large 
industrial plants of great wartime 
importance. We believed that our 
attacks had struck cities which 
must certainly be important to 
the Japanese military leaders,

The Offer to Surrender. : 

Many accounts have been writ- 
ten about the Japanese surren- 
der. After a prolonged Japanese 
cabinet session in which the dead- 
lock was broken by the Emperor 
himself, the offer to surrender 
was made on Aug. 10, 

It was based on the Potsdam 
terms, with a reservation concern- 
ing the sovereignty of the Em- 
peror. While the Allied reply 
made no promises other than those 
already given, it implicitly recog- 
nized the Emperor’s position by 
prescribing that his power must 
be subject to the orders of the 
Allied Supreme Commander. 

These terms were accepted on 
Aug. 14 by the Japanese, and the 
instrument of surrender was for- 
mally signed on Sept. 2, in Tokyo 
Bay. Our great objective was thus 
achieved, and all the evidence I 
have seen indicates that the con- 
trolling factor in the final Jap- 
anese decision to accept our terms 
of surrender was the atomic 
bomb. : 

The two atomic bombs which 
we had dropped were the only 
ones we had ready, and our 
rate of production at the time 
was very small, 

Had the war continued until 
the projected invasion on, Nov, 
1, additional] fire raids of B-29’s 
would have been more destruc- 
tive of life and property than 
the very limited number of 
atomic raids which we could 
have executed in the same pe- 
riod, But the atomic bomb was 
more than a weapon of terrible 
destruction; it was a psycho- 
logical weapon. 

In March- 1945 our Air Force 
had launched its first great incen- 
diary raid on the Tokyo area. In 
this raid more damage was done 
and more casualties were inflicted 
than was the case of Hiroshima. 
Hundreds of bombers took part 
and hundreds of tons of incen- 
diaries were dropped. Similar suc- 
cessive raids burned out a great 
pirt of the urban area of Japan, 
but the Japanese fought on. 

On Aug. 6 one B-29 dropped a 
single atomic bomb on Hiroshima. 
Three days later a second bomb 
was dropped on Nagasaki and the 
war was over. 

So far as the Japanese could 
know, our ability to execute 
atomic attacks, if necessary by 
many planes at a time, was un- 
limited. As Dr. Karl Compton 
has said, “it was not one atomic 
bomb, or two,’ which brought sur- 
render; it was the experience of 
what an atomic bomb will actually 
do to a community, plus the dread 
of many more, that was effective.” 

The -bomb thus served exactly 
the purpose we intended. The 
peace party was able to take the 
Path of surrender, and _ the 
whole weight of the Emperor's 
prestige was exerted in favor of 
peace, When the Emperor or- 
dered surrender, and the small 
but dangerous group of fanatics 
who opposed him were brought 
under control, the Japanese ot 
came #0 subdued that the great 
undertaking of occupation and 
disarmament was completed with

Two great nations were ap- 
proaching contact in a fight to 
a finish which would begin on 
November I, 1945.. Our enemy, 
Japan, commanded forces of some- 
what over 6,000,000 armed men. 

Men of these armies had al- 
ready inflicted upon us, in our 
breakthrough of the outer per- 
imeter of their defenses, over 
800,000 battle casualties. En- 
emy armies still unbeaten had 
the strength to cost us a mil- 
lion more. 

As long as the Japanese gov- 
ernment refused to surrender, 
we should be forced to take and 
hold the ground, and smash the 
Japanese ground armies, by 
close-in fighting of the same 
desperate and costly kind that 
we had’ faced in the Pacific 
islands for nearly four years, 

In the light of the formidable 

problem which thus confronted us, 
I felt that every possible step 
should be taken to compel a sur- 
render of the homelands, and a 
withdrawal of all Japanese troops 
from the Asiatic mainland and 
from other positions, before we 
had commenced an invasion. 


We held two cards to assist us 
in such an effort. One was the 
traditional veneration in which 
the Japanese Emperor was held 
by his subjects and the power 
which was thus vested in him 
over his loyal troops. It was for 
this reason. that I suggested in 
my memorandum of July 2 that 
his dynasty should be continued. 


The second card was the use 
of the atomic: bomb in the man- 
ner best calculated to persuade 
that Emperor and the counselors 
about him to submit to our de- 
mand for what was essentially 
unconditional surrender, placing 
hig immense power over his 
people and his troops subject to 
our orders. 

Reasons for Using Weapons. 


In order to end the war in the 
shortest possible time and to avoid 
the enormous losses of human life 
which é6therwise confronted us, I 
felt that we must use the Em- 


peror as our instrument to com- 


Ee mand and compel his people to 
| cease fighting and subject them- 
pselves to our authority through 
him, and that to accomplish this 
* we must give: him and his con- 


trolling advisers a compelling 
reason to accede to our demands. 
This reason furthermore must be 
of such a nature that his people 
could understand his decision, The 
bomb seemed to me to furnish 


of my own personal observations of the circumstances which led 
up to the use of the atomic bomb and the reasons which underlay 
our use of it. To me they have always seemed compelling and clear, 
and I cannot see how any person vested with such responsibilities 
as mine could have taken any other course or given any other advice 


A Personal Summary 


a unique instrument for that pur- 
pose. 

My chief purpose was to end 
the war in victory with the 
least possible cost in the lives 
of the men in the armies which 
I had helped to raise. In the 
light of the alternatives which, 
on a fair estimate, were open to 
us I believe that no man, in 
our position and subject to our 
responsibilities, holding in his 
hands a weapon of such possibil- 
ities for accomplishing this pur- 
pose and saving those lives, 
could have failed to use it and 
afterward looked his country- 
men in the face. 

As I read over what I have 
written, I am aware that much of 
it, in this year of peace, may have 
a harsh and unfeeling sound, It 
would perhaps be possible to say 
the same things and say them 
more gently. But I do not think 
it would be wise. 

As I look back over the five 
years of my service as Secretary 
of War, I see too many stern and

NEW COMPASS USES 


ELECTRONIC BEAM, 
AND POINTS WEST. 


NEW YORK, Jan. 28 (AP)—A 
new kind of compass in which a 
beam of electrons substitutes for 
a needle, and which points west 
instead of north, was announced 
to the American Institute of Elec- 
trical Engineers today. ' 


The device, made by the Minne- 
apolis-Honeywell Regulator Co., 
Minneapolis, was described by 
Waldo H. Kliever and Richard R. 
Syrdal. 

The compass resembles a flash- 
light. It is seven inches long, one 
inch in diameter, and weighs a 
pound and a half. 

In use this compass stands ver- 
tical, and in that position the 
beam of electrons points down to- 
ward the earth’s magnetic field. 
The magnetic lines deflect this 
vertical beam toward the west: 

The advantage over other com- 
passes is said to be greater sensi- 
tivity to direction changes and: 
faster action in reading the 
change. 

The compass detects changes be- 
fore they are noticeable by an air- 
plane pilot, even with the aid of 
all ordinary direction devices, and 
the electron beam signals the 
changes electrically and operates 
automatic pilots. 

The compass is in use in con- 
troling the flight of airplanes. Use 
on ships at sea, to control gyro- 
scopic compasses, also is consid- 
ered possible. Kliever and Syrdal 
said the control in flight is good 
enough to save fuel.

BLIZZARD RAISES 
TEMPERATURE AT 
LITTLE AMERICA 


Forces 3 Ships Out of Bay 
to Escape Floe Ice and 
Shifting Iceberg. 


LITTLE AMERICA, Jan. 27 
(delayed) (AP)—A sudden biliz- 
zard, a wind-shifted iceberg and 
cracking floe ice forced three 


ships of the Navy’s Antarctic ex- 
pedition to move out of the Bay 
of Whales today, leaving 165 men 
ashore in a wind-whipped tent 
camp. 

The blizzard continued after the 
three ships, the flagship Mount 
Olympus, the Yancey and the Mer- 
rick, had reached the choppy wa- 
ters of the Ross sea. Winds, how- 
ever, brought the temperature 
up from a nighttime low of 12 
degrees to 26. 

Discovery by a seaplane of a 
new mountain range inland from 
the southeastern coast of the 
Roosevelt sea, was announced by 
Capt. Robert Quackenbush, chief 


of staff. The plane, a PBM Ma- 
riner, flew from the eastern task 
group of ships. It reported find- 
ing a low range of some 35 peaks, 
standing 2500 to 6000 feet above 
sea level, 

The blizzard caused a further 
delay in the projected flight to 
Little America of R, Adm, Richard 
E. Byrd, who was scheduled to 
take off today from the carrier 
Philippine Sea in a group of six 
twin-engined DC-3 transport planes. 


1946 EDISON MEDAL WINNER 


NEW YORK, Jan, 28 (AP)—Dr. 
Lee De Forest of Chicago and Los 


Angeles today was presented the 
1946 Edison medal “for pioneering 
achievements in radio and for the 
invention of the. gridcontrolled 
vacuum tube with its profound 
technical and social conse- 
quences.” 

The presentation was made at 
the annual winter meeting of the 
American Institute of Electrical 
Engineers by J. Elmer Housley of 
Alcoa, Tenn., president of the in- 
stitute. The Edison medal was 
established by associates and 
friends of Thomas A, Edison for 
“meritorious achi¢vement by elec- 
trical science, electrical engineer- 
ing or engineering arts.” 


Gasoline Tax, Elimina- 
tion of Municipal 
Levies Favored.

JEFFERSON CITY, Jan, 28— 
Prospects for enactment of legis- 
lation making state funds avail- 
able for city street and county 
road improvements brightened 
considerably when representatives 
ef six organizations interested in 
highway matters reached an 
agreement here yesferday on the 
meed for a new state road pro- 
gram. 

Those participating in the con- 
ference decided that an increase 
in the state gasoline tax of pos- 
sibly 1 cent a gallon was neces- 
sary to provide state funds for 
the rebuilding of county bridges 
and roads, which connect with 
the main state highways. 

A proportionate share of the ad- 
ditional tax revenue, they agreed, 
should be allocated to municipali- 
ties for street work. It was the 
general opinion, however, that the 
increased state gasoline tax 
should be levied in place of ex- 
isting city gasoline taxes. 

Attending the meeting were rep- 
resentatives of the Automobile 
Club of Missouri, the Missouri 


Farmers Association and the Mis-|: 


souri Farm Bureau Federation, 
which have supported legislation 
for road and highway betterments 
for a number. of years, and repre- 
sentatives of the petroleum indus- 
try, motor freight carriers and 
the Associated Industries of Mis- 
souri. 
Another Meeting Feb. 10, 


The group will again meet here 
Feb. 10 for the purpose of prepar- 
ing a proposed plan for a new 
state highway program, to present 
to the legislature. A number of 
proposals to increase the state 
gasoline tax, which at 2 cents a 
gallon is now the lowest in the 
United States, and to allocate 
part of the revenue to the counties 
and cities for road and street pur- 
poses, have been introduced in 
the legislature or suggested by in- 
dependent groups. 

A harmonious agreement among 
these organizations, which have 
taken an active lead in road and 
gasoline tax matters, undoubtedly 
would. have an important eftect on 
the General Assembly in shaping 
up a new highway program to 
meet the demands of rural areas 
for improved roads. 

An important decision reached 
by the group was to support an 
increase in the state gasoline tax 
to finance the local improvements, 
instead of permitting raids on 
present revenues used to maintain 
the State's primary road system. 
Proponents say that cities such as 
St. Louls would not lose any rev- 
enue under the proposal as an 
additional state tax of 1 cent 
would give the cities more street 
revenues than they now receive 
from the i-cent municipal levy. 

Legislators who have considered 
this matter point out, however, 
that the formula established for 
allocation of the state road funds 
between cities and counties will 
determine whether the cities will 
lose or gain under the plan. 

Allocation a Problem. 


The problem of how the state 
funds would be allocated will 
be studied by the organization 
representatives before their next 
meeting. It has been proposed 
that the funds be distributed on 
a basis of population, road mile- 
age, number o. automobiles or by 
total property valuations of the 
various communities. Objections 
have been raised to each method. 
It is possible that a combination 
o* two or more may be recom- 
mended as the basis for allocating 
the funds. 

It also was agreed at the con- 
ference that adequate safeguards 
should be provided to assure state 
road funds are spent properly by 
the counties and cities. It was 
suggested that a special commis- 
sion or the State Highway Depart- 
ment pass on the feasibility of 
bridge and road work done with 
state aid, to prevent waste or ex- 
orbitant charges.

Thorough cooking is required to 
make it safe from trichinosis and 
to develop the 
cooked pork flavor. And the extra 
fat which fries out in cooking 
needs to be turned to advantage- 


ous use if the sausage is to be: 


made an economical meat buy. 
The pound rolls of sausage which 
most packers produce have been 
designed for slicing into patties 
of uniform thickness (one-half to 
one inch thitkness) depending 
upon individual preference: For 
the most even cooking, they 
should be baked in the oven at 
400 degrees F., uncovered, for 25 
to 30 minutes. If preferred, they 
may be pan fried by placing in a 
skillet with one-fourth cup water. 
Cover, simmer five minutes over 
low heat. 

Pour off any water that re- 
mains, and brown slowly to a 
golden brown. During the brown- 
ing, the fat should be drained off 
so that the loose-textured, juicy 
patties will not be fat-soaked. 
There is usually about five-eighths 
cup of fat in a pound of sausage, 
and it has the flavor of the sea- 
sonings used, which is chiefly 
sage, It may be well. utilized in 
the making of a parsley or egg 
sauce to be served over potatoes, 
green beans, or spinach that are 
Served in the same meal, It 
makes good seasoning for split 
pea, lima bean, potato or cabbage 
soup. It also may be used with 
good effect to ‘s » fort. bread 
crumbs to be used for stuffing.

Why Do We Call Him a “Quack”? 
LD time epithet for a charla- 
(pez. “quack” is an abbrevia- 
tion of one “quacksalaver,” 
from the German “quacksalver — 


one who “quacked”. or prattled 
about his wares. 


The term originally alluded to ~ 


the faker who: prated from the 
rostrum about the miracles 
wrought by his medicines ‘and 
salves. About them hé was said’ to 

uack”—a word used derisively 
in imitation of a duck. The ex- 
pression came to be ed gen- 
erally of a vendor of nostrums, 
the original type of the old Amer- 
ican “patent medicine man.” There 
followed its application to prac- 
titioners in any branch of healing 
who were not recognized in the 
profession, or who pursued un- 
orthodox methods.

HE other day John Foster 

Dulles, Republican adviser on

Foreign nations have learned from 
sad experience that, while it is the 
duty of the executive branch of 
our government, the President and 
the Secretary of State, to draw up 
treaties and deal with foreign af- 
fairs, the final agreements have to 
be ratified by. the Senate. The 
array of treaties that were not 
ratified caused one Secretary of 
State—John Hay, I believe—to re- 
mark that he was tired of draw- 
ing up useless documents, or words 
to that effect.

THE FAILURE of President 
Wilson to take Republican Senator 
Henry Cabot Lodge with him to 
the conferences out of which grew 
the League of Nations, was proba- 
bly-the cause of the failure of the 
Senate to approve of our partici- 
pation in the league. Since a little 
group of “willful men” can do a 
very effective job in preventing a

Clothes Lines in the Cellar. 


OES it make you nervous to 
D sit and watch the little woman 

wade around in the ice, snow 
and sleet as she hangs up the 
family washing? Why not put up 
a clothes line for her in the base- 
ment and you'll be able to nap in 
front of the fire with a clear con- 
science. 

It’s those concrete walls that 
keep lots of us from trying to 
hitch anything up in the cellar, 
But actually it’s a very simple 
job. All you need to make holes 
is a concrete drill and a hammer. 
The drili won’t set you back very 
much and you'll find other uses 
for it. You will also need some 
expansion bolts. This type of bolt 
has expanding sides that are forced 
against the side of the hole as 
the bolt is tightened. There are 
several types to be had all on the 
same general principle. 

A simple way to put up several 
lines is to attacr a piece of two by 
four stock to opposite walls. Use 
the drill to make the two holes in 
each wall and secure the boards 
firmly to the walls with the ex- 
pansion bolts. Place.screw eyes in 
the two by fours and string up the 
clothes lines. You can put up any 
number of lines depending only 
on the length of the two by fours.

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92-Foot Ski Jump Without Snow 


Siegfried Steinwall Does It Twice Daily Off 240-Foot Slide at Sports Show 


By Clarissa Start 


HE high diver who boasted 

he could dive 100 feet into a 

damp sponge has practically 
nothing on Siegfried Steinwall, 
who makes two ski jumps daily 
down a 240-foot slide climaxed by 
a 92-foot jump, all without benefit 
of ice or snow. This exhibition 
of ski skill is being demonstrated 
currently at the fifth annual St. 
Louis Travel and Sports Show at 
Kiel Auditorium, where Steinwall 
glides down a waxed canvas slide 
over the top balcony, takes off 
at the edge of the lower balcony, 
and skims the Minnesota Arrow- 
head exhibit, landing, if his navi- 
gation in accurate, on a platform 
six feet above the floor. 

Although he has specialized in 
this ‘iceless indoor skiing for the 
past 10 years, he has no air of 
light-hearted levity toward its 
hazards and affdécts none. 

“Indoors is something unusual 
and is very difficult,” says Stein- 
wall, a small, slender, and wiry 
man, who at times talks some- 
what like El Brendel, “Is no one 
place like another and is always 
a danger, The first time,” he 
added, “makes you a little nerv- 
ous.” 

The first glance at the track, a 
spacious 11 inches wide, made us 
a little nervous and we dnquired 
if this trick took much practice. 
Steinwall shook his head emphati- 
cally, 

“T never practice,” he said, “T 
consider it too risky to practice.” 

A former amateur champion, 
holder of ski jumping records in 
America, Canada, Sweden, and 
Norway, Steinwall was born in 
Northern Sweden near Lapland, 
and began skiing (a sport he pro- 
nounces ski-ing rather than she 
ing) at the fearless age of five. 

“All the children there skate 
and ski and sleigh ride,” he ex- 
plained, “and like all children I 
did all three, but I happened to 
be best at skiing. When you are a 
child you don’t know you're ‘tak- 
ing up’ anything, you @gust do it 
for fun. When I was 12 I entered 
my first competition, a school 
children’s meet, and happened: to 
be successful from the start.” 

7 = 

By the time he was 18, Stein- 
wall had won most of the school 
championships and began com- 
peting in adult amateur events, 
among them a Norway ski meet 
where he was a member of the 
Swedish team that won the world’s 
championship. 

“In 1918, I came to America,” 
he continued. “I had taken gym- 
nastics, or physical culture as it 
is called here, and after I had 
graduated, I came here to practice 
at the Battle Creek Sanitarium, 
and the next winter I began en- 
tering skiing events here.” 

Steinwall has no idea how many 
championships he has won or how 
many records he has set, but 
estimates that “it must be quite 
many.” At his home in New York 
City, where he and his wife, also 
a former ski jumper, live and 
where he runs an importing and 
exporting business between ski- 
ing exhibitions, he has hundreds 
of cups and trophies but most of 
them are packed away. 

“Too many glass cases,” he ex- 

plains briefly. “Too much polish- 
ing.” . 
"As a professional, Steinwall be- 
came ski coach at Dartmouth 
University and coached several 
college athletes who later became 
U. S. representatives in the 1928 
and 1936 a games, among 
them Warren Chievers and Charlie 
Proctor, now a professional him- 
self. He also coached the Swedish 
Olympic team for the 1932 com- 
petition at Lake Placid, N. Y. 

Steinwall doesn’t resent the 
fact that cute little girls in smart 
snow suits now outnumber the 
serious devotees of the sport but 
think it is fine that the advent of 
the slalom — zigzagging between 
flags — and of lifts so that skiers 
can ride back up the slope, made 
skiing more popular with people 
in general and women in par- 
ticular. He cites as avidence of 
skiing’s present popularity the 
fact that 35,000 people attended a 
recent meet in Chicago, an event 
which he ‘won several times dur- 
ing his amateur years. 

“T think it’s nice for a lot of 
people to take an interest in any 
sport,” he says. “Of course in the 
Middlewest, [Illinois, Minnesota, 
and Michigan, skiing has always 
had a following. It started as far 
back as the '90s and they had or- 
ganized tournaments as early as 
1904. At first it was mostly Scan- 
dinavian. but now it’s an aill- 
American sport.”

“But I had a much worse one 
than that in Baltimore,” he said. 
“It wasn’t my fault, just a 
mechanical difficulty when my 
ski caught on the run and I was 
thrown. I got a broken arm, leg, 
and hip, and it took me a little 
while to get over that.” 

Steinwall does gymnastics to 
keep in trim, never smokes or 
drinks, because he has never, he 
says, “had either of those habits.” 
At an age when most men exer- 
cise only the wrist in a quick gin 
rummy deal, or occasionally the 
whole arm as they lift a tall glass, 
he doesn’t intend to keep up ex- 
hibition work indefinitely, but be- 
cause of the work involved in rig-

True, the four-spade call was a 
decided stretch, but North prob- 
ably made the bid in the spirit of 
not taking a dare. 


When it came to defending 
against the four-spade contract 
West was still desperate and 
therefore opened the diamond 
queen, despite his singleton trump. 
As it happened the lead struck 
gold in East’s hand. East put up 
the ace and returned the jack; 
West ruffed away declarer’s king, 
laid down the king of clubs—and 
after winning, South apparently 
had two hopeless losers left in 
diamonds, The contract was hang- 
ing by a hair. 


However, after careful thought, 
South saw some light. He led a 
low trump to dummy, returned a 
low heart, and when East shrewd- 
ly guessed right and played low, 
South ruffed. He next ruffed the 
club nine, ruffed another heart, 
led back to dummy in trumps and 
ruffed the heart king. Now he 
tossed out the club jack, and when 
West covered, made him a present 
of the trick, discarding a diamond 
from dummy. 


Obviously, West was now 
“hooked.” His forced club or heart 
return allowed declarer to discard 
dummy’s one remaining diamond 
while he ruffed with his own last 
trump, and dummy took the ful- 
filling tricks with trumps. 

By giving up one club trick 
needlessly, South had salvaged 
two losers in diamonds.
